LOS ANGELES (API — Al- 
lantic Richfield Co. and Trans 
Mountain Pipeline Ltd. have 
agreed to use Arvo docks in 
Washington state and Trans 
Mountain Canadian pipelines 
to movg* crude oil to refineries 
in the north central states. 

Crude oil brought by tanker 
from Alaska and other places 
through Juan de Fuca Strait 
would be unloaded at Arco's 
dock at Cherry Point, Wash., 
and moved through Trans 
Mountain pipelines in Alberta 
to refineries in northern 
states. 

The project should cost $125 
million, Arco officials say. 

Trans Mountain has been 
transporting oil from Alberta 
and northern . British Colum¬ 
bia westward to the state of 
Washington. 


‘‘This pipeline is not now 
being used to capacity,” said 
Raymond Parr of Arco. 

“We’re proving it be used 
in both directions, from Ed¬ 
monton west or from the 
Puget Sound east, through 
Edmonton through existing 
connecting lines not now get¬ 
ting Canadian oil.’* 

Trans Mountain would con¬ 
tinue to supply refineries in 
southern British Columbia 
with Canadian crude oil, the 
only type compatible with re¬ 
fining equipment here. 

There has been opposition 
in Washington State to use of 
coastal facilities in the Ana- 
cortes and Cherry Point areas 
for shipment of Alaskan oil 
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Sweet-and-sour diet for a two-way pipeline 


The manager of the Atlantic 
Richfield refinery at Fern- 
dale, Wash.. Fielding Form¬ 
way, said Tuesday that “In¬ 
termediate” weight crudes 
from the Mideast or Indonesia 
would be all that is pumped 
into the Trans Mountain Pipe¬ 
line grid here If the proposed 
off-loading arrangement is ap¬ 
proved by governments. 

Formway said in a tele¬ 


phone interview that the desti¬ 
nation of this feedstock to be 
brought in by tanker would be 
the northern tier refineries in 
the U.S. Midwest. The 100,000- 
barrel-per-day Arco refinery, 
which is using various inter¬ 
mediate crudes now’, would be 
fully converted into using 
“heavy” Alaskan North Slope 
crude. 

The B.C. refineries on the 


other hand can process only 
light or “sweet” crude from 
Alberta or northern B.C. 

* B.C. refinery officials pay 
that it would be an expensive 
process to make major alter¬ 
ations on their plants to han¬ 
dle bther than the Alberta 
product. 

The amount of sulphur and 
other impurities in the crude 
determines its sweetness. 


Thus, there is comparatively 
littlfe sulphur in the Alberta 
crude compared with that 
from other sources. 

Formway said that the Arco 
refinery, w'hieh opened here 
late in 1971 in anticipation of 
handling Alaskan oil exclu¬ 
sively, produces jet fuel, gaso¬ 
line, furnace fuel oil and some 
coke. 


The Washington plant was 
using a large amount of Al¬ 
berta crude until just last 
year when the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment put a rigid clamp on 
oil exports. Formway said 
that it ho longer uses any Ca¬ 
nadian crude, but imports it 
by tanker frofn Mideast coun¬ 
tries. . 


The Arco refinery is the 
most modem one in the U.S. 
northwest. It is an all- 
hydrogen operation rather 
than the more normal 
catalytic-cracking method. 
This means that the refinery 
can be switched to accept 
various weights of feedstock 
at short notice.

cause massive disruption to 
industrial relations in B.C.,” 
the brief said. 


It urged Williams and the 
government to “reject all of 
the calls for anti-union legisla¬ 
tion,” and went on to list the 
attacks on union shops asfcthe 
worst m many years. 

“The most important point 
we can stress at this time i6 
the aboslute necessity of the 
trade union movement fight¬ 
ing in every possible way 


against any attack on the 
union shop,” the brief con¬ 
tinued. "And, as you are un¬ 
doubtedly aware, a carefully 
orchestrated campaign 
against the union shop is 
under way in this province in 
support of so-called ‘right-to- 
work’ laws.” 

After the meeting, Guy said 
he was relatively happy with 


the reception. “I think we got 
our view's across,” he said. 

For his part, Williams re¬ 
peated what he told the right- 
to-work faction in the Social 
Credit party at last year’s an¬ 
nual convention — that he, 
personally, was against such 
legislation.

A bid to force binding arbi¬ 
tration on the Government 
Employees Relations Bureau 
was frustrated by Legislative 
Speaker Ed Smith on Tues¬ 
day. 

Wlllifvm King (NDP-Revel- 
stoke-Slocan) had called for 
emergency debate on labor- 
management problems be¬ 
tween 2,600 provincial nurses 
and the bureau. 


The nurses, employed in 
various fields and capacities 
by the government, have 
expressed willingness to ac¬ 
cept binding arbitration, but 
the bureau has rejected that 
offer and has also stated 
through negotiator M. H. Da¬ 
vison that it does not believe 
in binding awards. 

Under existing law's, bind¬ 
ing arbitration can only be ac¬ 
cepted if requested and 
agreed to by berth parties in 
dispute. 

King siibmitted a motion 
moved by opposition leader 
David Barrett and seconded 
by himself, which asked the 
Legislature to “instruct the 
Government Employees Rela¬ 
tions Bureau to agree to the 
Public Service Nurses request 
to submit the issues involved 
in the 72-hour strike notice 
to binding arbitration.” 

Smith first ruled that as the 
matter came under routine 
administration by law the mo¬ 
tion was improper. He then 
promised a more defiled rul¬ 
ing. t 

Smith later ruled against 
debate. 

King argued that the matter 
was “not within the normal 
scope of the law because the 
minister has no power to in¬ 
tervene under current stat¬ 
utes.” He said, however, that 
the Legislature in session 
could order the bureau to sub¬ 
mit to binding arbitration and 
end the strike threat. 

Outside the Legislature, 
King and Scott Wallace (PC- 
Oak Bay) were sharply criti¬ 
cal of the bureau’s negotiating 
tactics. 

“They have bargained in 
bad faith from the start.” 
King said. “It’s a clear exam¬ 
ple of bad faith bargaining. In 
effect they are defying the 
nurses to strike.

OTTAWA (CPI — A yellow 
submarine will be bobbing up 
periodically off the British Co¬ 
lumbia coast this spring, but 
it has nothing to do with the 
Beatles' song of the same 
name. 

It is a Second World War 
U.S. Navy vessel, borrowed 
by the Canadian Forces, for 
use In a joint U.S.-Canada tor¬ 
pedo-tracking exercise at the

Canadian Forces Capt. 
Douglas Caie said Tuesday 
the submarine Menhaden was

Disabled vets may get 
big boost in pensions 


OTTAWA (CP) — Veterans 
Affairs Minister Dan Mac¬ 
Donald is conducting a review 
that could lead to substantial 
pension increases for the 
140,000 Wholly-or partially- 
disabled veterans receiving 
pensions. 

The minister said in the 
Commons Tuesday that the 
review is aimed at seeing if 
the pensions can be increased 
to make up for the increase in 
the cost of living since 1972 
when they were last changed. 

The minister,* who has been 
away from the Commons for 
a month, was res landing to 
Jack Marshall (PC— Humber- 
St. Georges-St. Barbel and 


Stanley Knowles (NDP—Win- 
nipejfNorth Centre). 

It is estimated that if the 
pensions were increased as 
suggested, it would cost be¬ 
tween $30 million and $35 mil¬ 
lion a year. 

That would mean that a vet¬ 
eran receiving a 100-per-cent 
disability pension would re¬ 
ceive an increase of $500 a 
year. 

The pension is based on the 
net income of a composite 
group of public servants se¬ 
lected by the pension commis¬ 
sion. 

In 1972, the government 
brought 100-per-cent disability 
pensions to the level of the 
composite group at the time

Inflation 
fall off 
schedule 


OTTAWA (CP) — Finance 
Minister Donald Macdonald 
said Tuesday the government 
would not achieve its six-per¬ 
cent target for inflation until 
about the second anni versa ry 
of wage-and-price controls in 
October. 

Macdonald said at a Com- 
m o n s finance committee 
meeting that rising consumer 
prices for some goods, such 
as food imported from the 
U.S., will hamper the pro¬ 
gram. 

"We're going to see some 
squeezing of increases in real 
net income,” Macdonald said. 
He added that he hoped 
workers would restrain de¬ 
mands so that domestic pro¬ 
ducers could meet compete- 
tion from abroad. 

Inflation levels measured 
by Statistics Canada’s con¬ 
sumer price index for the 
12-month periods up to last 
November and December 
were 5.6 per cent and 5.8 per 
cent respectively but in Jan¬ 
uary the 12-month rate rose to 
6.1 per cent. 

November's was the lowest 
figure since late 1972. 

A survey released Monday 
by the anti-inflation board 
showed food prices on Feb. 18 
wore up 2.2 per cent above 
February. 1976. levels, chiefly 
due to higher prices for fresh 
produce from the U.S. and 
coffee.

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LONG-TERM EFFECTS STUDIED 


‘Oil spills not end of world ’ 


CAMBRIDGE’, Mass. (AP) 
- Ah oceanographers’ study 
of Second. World War ship 
sinkings ; suggests that the 
long-term, effect* of major oil 
spills may not be as bad as 
feared. 

During the first six months 
of the -war., they say, German 
submarines off the U.S. coast 
sank tankers carrying 20 
times the oil load of the 
wrecked Argo Merchant. And 
there apparently was no long¬ 
term damage to the shore- 
land, fish or wildlife. 

The study was made by 
oceanographers for the Mas- 
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Oil swap 

because of possible environ¬ 
mental harm from oil spills. 

The cost of the Arco-Trans 
Mountain proposal would in¬ 
clude $50 million for Arco to 
expand, its existing Cherry 
Point dock and to build some 
terminal and pipeline equip¬ 
ment. 

'Frans Mountain will install 
tankage and pumping equip¬ 
ment to allow its pipelines l>e- 
tween Edmonton and Sumas, 
B.C., 'to be reversed as needs 
develop in the future, officials 
of the two firms-said. 

Limited operations along 
the new setup could begin late 
m 1978. 

The modified system could 
he capable of moving about 
barrels of oil a day, 
qc firms said. 

Atlantic Richfield will prob¬ 
ably acquire a major interest 
in Trans Mountain's sub¬ 
sidiary, Trans Mountain Oil 
Pipe Line Cprp., which owns 
the pipeline equipment in 
Washington. 

Atlantic Richfield has its 
main offices here, while 
Trans (Mountain is a Canadian 
firm tiased in Vancouver. 

Both firms will apply to 
their respective regulatory 
bodies in Canada and the U.S. 
for pel-mission to make the 
changes outlined in their plan.

“The study showed that the 
oil spills were not the end of 
the world." 

According to the study, "ef¬ 
fects of the oil on fish and 
water fowl were mjpimal as 
seen on or near shore." 

However, the researchers 
(lualified the conclusion by ad¬ 
ding: 

‘"Hie actual extent of im¬ 
pact on fish and wildfowl in 
the affected regions was inde¬ 
terminate ns a result of insuf¬ 
ficient statistical data.” 

"Although there were mas¬ 


sive spills that hit these 
ayeas," Horn said, "there was 
nothing in the papers at that 
time that this was a serious 
environmental problem. 

“It did cause a lot at dam¬ 
age that people chose to ig¬ 
nore becaut e there was a war 
on." 

The MIT report concluded: 
"In two cases, regional wild¬ 
life and the economy survived 
with minimal difficulties. 
Cities in the affected regions 
still prospered and wildlife 
populations bear no traces of 
diminished numbers, let alone 
exterminated species as a re¬ 
sult of these incidents." 


Tanker Postage’ for $255,000 


LONDON (Reuter) -- A Fil¬ 
ipino crew occupying the 
tanker Globtik Venus in the 
French port of Le Havre have 
demanded the equivalent of 
$255,000 ransom before they 
will release it, Globtik chair¬ 
man Ravi Tikkoo said here. 


For the last two weeks, the 
crew members have -refused 
to leave the British-registered 
tanker until the owner, Glob¬ 
tik Tankers Co., brings their 
wages into line with interna¬ 
tional transi>ort federation 
levels. 


A replacement crew of 40 
was flown from England on 
Monday to take over the 
34,618-ton vessel, but security 
officers at Le Havre said port 
authorities have not allowed 
the seamen onto the quay.

Williams had no comment 
on those objections.

Dear Dr. ThnsteHon: I am 
71 in reasonably good health, 
hut I stay cold all the time. I 
have found my temperature' 
to vary between 96.6 and 97.4. 
When T am moving about f’m 
okay. I have never seen much 
written about low. tempera¬ 
ture. — R.S. 

The normal temperature of 
the body is 96.6, but that isn't 
an absolute. Actually, depend¬ 
ing on the individual, normal 
temperature can vary between 
96.5 and 99. Lnver readings are 
found in the morning after a 
restful night, but may rise to 
over 99 degrees during the day 
with increased activity or out¬ 
side temperature- 

In one study, thin adults ex¬ 
posed to a 65-degree tempera¬ 
ture for 45 minutes had an 
average oral temperature of 
94.4. Elderly persons tend to 
"run cooler" than young folks 
as their metabolism slows 
down somewhat and they be¬ 
come less active. 

However, abnormally low

temperatures should be inves¬ 
tigated to rule out problems 
as glandular deficiency or 
nerve disorders affecting the 
brain or spinal cord. A pitu¬ 
itary deficiency can 'lower 
body temperature. 

Drugs that dilate blood ves¬ 
sels (as those used for angina 
l»ectoris, for example) may 
lower body temperature. So 
van some of the tranquilizers. 

But at your age, with the 
temperatures you report, I 
see no need for concern. 


Dear Dr. Thostcson: What 
is pantotheffic acid? Of what 
value is it to the body? — 
F.T. 

This is a vitamin substance 
of the B group. It is found in 
all living cells and thus is 
readily available in food. The 
name itself means "derived 
from everywhere" (Greek). 

Many claims have been 
made Tor it over the years, 
hut dll are suspect, chiefly 
because a deficiency of pan¬ 
tothenic acid in the body Is a 
rare occurrence. Among these 
claims have been help for 
graying hair, for rheumatoid 
arthritis and for burning feet. 

While most foods contain it., 
organ meats and grain cere¬ 
als are particularly rich in 4t. 
So are eggs and peanuts. 
Although It plays a Kole as an 
enzyme in metabolism of pro¬ 
teins, fats and carbohydrates, 
I doubt that you need worry 
about pantothenic acid as. a 
health factor.

Representatives, of the 
two nursing associations say 
about 90 registered psychia- 
the nurses and 30 registered 
nurses are employed at the 
government-operated/ Glen¬ 
dale Ixxlge Hospital and Tilli- 
cum Lodge. 

Approximately 20 of the 
nurses affected work out of 
public health units in the out¬ 
lying areas. 

The release stated that the 
bureau hoped the nurses 
would return to the bargain¬ 
ing table to continue negotia¬ 
tions, but a spokesman for the 
nurses said no further meet¬ 
ings were being contemplat¬ 
ed. 

"As I see it the nurses have 
shown more than ordinary 
wijlingness to settle this 
thing," Wallace said. "I think 
they made their case when 
they .said hand the whole 
thing over to binding arbitra¬ 
tion and we’ll accept what the 
arbitration “board decides. It

‘Please let my son die’

“He’s dead,” Robert 
Rhodes said in a telephone in¬ 
terview. “His whole body is 
freezing cold* His Whole body 
is white. 

“His eyes are dark and his 
face has been ice cold for 
almost 24 hours now.” 

Rhodes, crying and his 
voice cracking, said the respi¬ 
rator that kept Jeddie’s heart 
pumping slowly eating the 


child away and erasing any 
chance for a proper funeral. 

A surgeon rejected 
Rhodes’s request Monday to 
remove the boy from the res¬ 
pirator. A spokesman for 
Mercy Hospital here called 
the decision ‘'clearly a profes¬ 
sional judgment.” 

Dr>Samuel Mackall and Dr. 
Victor Ambruso, both of 
whom have treated the boy, 
were not available for com¬ 
ment Monday night. TTieir 
answering service said nei¬ 
ther could be reached. 

Jeddie has been uncon¬ 
scious and in critical condi¬ 
tion with neck, spine and in¬ 
ternal injuries since he was 


admitted last Thursday, a 
nursing sui>ervisor said. 

Rhodes, a 27-year-old me¬ 
chanic, and his wife, Denise, 
20, have been at the hospital 
since then. 

’ "Since the day he was ad¬ 
mitted, the doctor said there 
was no chance,” Rhodes* said. 
“I know his brain is dead. His 
whole head is dead.”

I F THERE IS CONFUSION among viewers of the 
t Canadian scene as to the attitudes of the 
various political parties towards alleged pro¬ 
separatist programming by the French language 
network, Radio Canada, it is hardly surprising. 

When the first disclosures of pro-separatist 
(frejudice-were made by Liberaltfcabinet ministers, 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau is reported to have 
rebuked them. 

State Secretary John Roberts, the minister 
responsible to Parliament for the CBC, of which Radio 
Canada is a part, had timed his criticism of the Crown 
corporation badly, the prime minister said. The 
attacks of Industry Minister Jean Chretien and Urban 
Affairs Minister Andre Ouellet he deplored for the 
same reason. 

Yet when he was speaking in the CBC-TV 
program, The Watson Report, Mr. Roberts said 
criticism made if difficult for CBC to fulfil its mandate 
to promote national unity. 

There was no proof of bias in the Radio Canada 
reporting, he added. 

It seemed a quick and pretty complete reversal of 
his earlier attitude which, in substance, agreed with 
that of Mr. Chretien that Radio Canada had become 
sarcastically renamed Radio Quebec by listeners. 

Mr. Ouellet had reportedly told a Quebec 
newspaper that he had a list of CBC French-speaking 
employees who are "out to destroy the country.” 

And then, on Feb. 25 in the House of Commons, 
there appeared to be a rallying among parties on the 
Opposition side of the House to protect the suspect 
Radio Canada propagandists. Was Mr. Trudeau 
aware of Mr. Ouellet s list? Conservative R. G. L. 
Fairweather wanted to know. Were people on the list 
able to speak for themselves? And what disposition 
had been made of their recorded identification? 

New Democrat veteran T. C. Douglas, 
predictably, rose to champion the right of individuals 
to enjoy immunity from penalty whatever their 
political -beliefs. 

"May I ask the prime minister a question,” Mr, 
Douglas went on amid frequent interruptions, "with 
respect to the report which appeared in La Presse of 
Montreal on February 24. It says that (Mr. Ouellet) 
the minister of urban affairs said he has a list of CBC 
French employees who are out to destroy the country. 
He is quoted in the Toronto Star of February 23 as say¬ 
ing he is challenging CBC president A1 Johnson "to fire 
the bloody guys that are working separatists." What I 


want to ask the prime minister is whether he can as¬ 
sure the House that no individuals will be fired 
because otthe views they hold ...” 

Of course Mr. Douglas got no answer — only an 
evasive response — but it is not likely he expected one. 

Conservative Frank Oberle (Prince George-Peace 
River) kept pressing. Would the prime minister, in 
view of the allegations of plotting'the destruction of 
the country on the part of Radio Canada employees, 
and "in the interest of protecting the fine reputation of 
the network and most people there,” disclose the 
names of the people on Mr. Ouellet s list “so that they 
can be made to account for their actions . . . and 
defend themselves against these charges?” 

Once again Mr. Trudeau sidestepped the direct 
reply. 

It. was Robert Stanfield, former Progressive 
Conservative leader, who rescued the debate from 
mamtyr 

"Would the prime minister please institute 
promptly,” he asked after an introductory, "a full 
inquiry through a House committee or in some other 
way, of the charges being made by ministers and 
others? ...” 

There may have been some astonishment when 
Mr. Trudeau replied in the way he did. 

"The hon. member indicates a way, perhaps of 
getting to the bottom of some of these suspicions and 
fears that the CBC French side may be promoting 
separatism. 

"1 think it4s a moderate and constructive proposal 
... So I will give some consideration to the 
suggestion." 

And no one is likely to quarrel with Mr Trudeau s 
subsequent expatiation on the theme: “We do not wish 
to judge people for their ideas. We want to judge them 
on the basis of their professional integrity.” 

A reporter's business is reporting. Whether he is 
writing for a newspaper or a radio program, unless he 
serves in a commentator's role there are well defined 
restrictions which apply. 

If eventually it is disproved that anyone in the CRC 
French network has been guilty of biased reporting, 
then the matter of individual political conviction 
should be allowed to rest. 

If, on the other hand, a full and fair inquiry proves 
beyond any doubt that Radio Canada reporters have 
been guilty of subversion, even of a breach of ethics of 
their profession, then there will be unanimity that they 
should pay the penalty that fits the crime.

South Korea after U.S. withdrawal 


Survival contemplated 

By SUSAN DONNELL from London 


'' My chief anxiety is that any social unrest 
here will be an added temptation to the north 
to invade us," said Premier Choi Kyu Hah of 
South Korea in March 1876. At that time the 
premier accurately reflected President Park 
Chung Hee's belief that the best course for 
South Korea's survival depended on a 
minimum of talk about democracy and 
human rights and a maximum effort in 
economic achievements. 

Little did they both know that a new U.S. 
president would underscore this decision 
within the year by decreeing a gradual 
withdrawal of U S troops from South Korea 
Although there is muted opposition, par¬ 
ticularly from Catholics isix million out of a 
population of 35 million), against Park s 
authoritarian regime, the business com¬ 
munity has not chafed at the present 
moratorium on dissension. As one in¬ 
dustrialist said. "We are in too delicate a 
position to fiddle with dissenters. Wears still 
technically at war ” 

Alto, the extreme distaste the south feels 
for North Korean communism is definitely a 
Unifying point, along with the fact the country 
enjoys unprecedented prosperity. Certainly, 
the South Korean effort in economic achieve¬ 
ment has been a brilliant star in a galaxy of 
economic miracles — Japan. Hong Kong and 
Taiwan. 

* it W 

South Korea has managed to outglitter 
them all with an increase in gross national 
product of 15 per cent over the past year. Ex¬ 
ports streaked ahead by just over 50 per cent, 
with imports held down to a SO per cent in¬ 
crease. The South Koreans also managed to 
reduce their rate of inflation frotn 20 per cent 
down to 11 per cent and they expect it to be 
lower this year. Their aim is to have a totally 
self-sufficient economy by 1880 with a per 
capita income of 11.280 

Since the sixties. South Korea has enjoyed 
one of the highest rates of sustained economic 
growth in the world During the last 10 years, 
gross national product has grown at the rate 
of 10 per cent a year and per capita income 
has doubled Manufactured exports are the 
star performers with a growth rate of 55 per 
cent a year since 1886. i 

South Korea s record is particularly ad¬ 
mirable when one remembers that the 
country was prostrated by war in 1852. ab¬ 
sorbed an enormous influx of refugees from 
North Korea and continues to pour a suable 
amount of revenue into a large army and 
defence infrastructure: a dram the Japanese 
have not as yet endured. 

For sheer hard work and energy, the South 
Koreans seems impossible to beat. As one 
Japanese economist said succinctly. “The 
South Koreansare quicker and more accurate 
than we ate. They are also taller, stronger 
and jpork harder"

The drive to excel starts early with educa¬ 
tion. Children put in gruelling hours at school 
with meagre time for recreation. Competi¬ 
tion is so brutal that no ambitious child would 
accompany his parents to a posting abroad. 
Many parents deplore the system, but the 
result is sharply educated minds 

Also, education is geared to the immediate 
environment of pupils. Colleges and high 
schools in port cities, for. example, con¬ 
centrate on fisheries, marine engineering, 
etc., while farming communities stress 
agricultural subjects 


Perhaps their fierce and bitter winters 
coupled with long and fierce memories of oc¬ 
cupation and humiliation (50 years of the 
Japanese) fire South Koreans. In any case, 
when South Korea landed over 52 billion 
worth of Middle East contracts, their work 
ethic astonished and delighted their hosts — 
10.000 South Korean construction workers in 
Saudi Arabia demanded and got special night 
lighting to accommodate a 24-hour work 
schedule 

* * * 

At the moment. 35 million South Koreans 
with a lower wage scale and the above men¬ 
tioned virtues are neatly underpricing and 
outworking their industrious neighbors to the 
south — 100 million Japanese. Their effort is 
particularly notable in shipbuilding, 
electronics and textiles. As the South Korean 
output increases so will the niggling worry to 
the Japanese economy 

But no matter how much the Japanese toss 
at night worrying about South Korean 
economic aggressiveness, it’s a sweet dream 
compared to the nightmare of a South Korea 
turned into a South Vietnam. The port of 
Pusan is a mere 80 miles across the strait 
from southern Japan. Japanese agonize at the 
thought yf a Communist dagger thrust right 
up against their undefended throat. 

As a result, the Japanese have Invsatad 
billions of dollars (1800 million this year 
alone) of both government and private invest¬ 
ment capital into South Korea since 1886. 
They ferverently want South Korea 
prosperous and firmly under theruleof Presi¬ 
dent Park, a militant anti-Commumst. 

Whether it is bravado or accuracy. South 
Koreans today feel their army of one-half mil¬ 
lion regular troops plus a million reservists 
can. with the help of U.S. airpower. repulse 
any North Korean aggression. In the prepara¬ 
tion for a possible U S pull-out. it has been 
reported that Park has also been buying 
sophisticated military hardware from 
countries other than the U.S.. namely Britain 
and France But Korea will also need to 
replace tactical nuclear weapons. Their 
presence was disclosed by former U S. 
defence secretary James Schlesinger: and 
when the U.S. Army goes, so will the nukes.

South Korea has also been flirting around 
the fringes of a rapprochement with the East 
European bloc and the Soviet Union There 
have been some low-level cultural exchangee 
in the last six years, but the situation is 
tricky 

Ideally, the establishment of a Soviet em¬ 
bassy in Seoul would negate any Soviet back¬ 
ing for North Korean aggression In ex¬ 
change. South Korea would drop its plea for 
admission of both Korean to the United Na¬ 
tions and not object to a non-aggression 
treaty between Pyongyang and Washington 

On the other hand, this manoeuvre could 
force North Korea info bed with China. What 
the Soviet Union would gain by diplomatic 
recognition of South Korea is a moot ques¬ 
tion It is known, however, that the Soviets 
thoroughly detest North Korea's Kim II 
Sung s personality cult and his series of re¬ 
cent diplomatic bungles. Also. South Korea is 
the only Asian nation that has backed Leonid 
Brezhnev's proposal for an Asian collective 
security system, a scheme that te i

David Owen: 
U.K. Labor's 
next PM? 


Few cabinet ministers in Britain ever had such a 
political opportunity offered to him on a plate as the new 
foreign and -commonwealth secretary, the elegant, hand¬ 
some, articulate Dr. David Owen. 

He comes to the job just at the moment when Britain is 
about to become for a few months the centre of diplomatic 
activity in the Western world. 

For a succession of events to be held in London — the 
economic summit of the rich countries (to be attended by 
President Carter, on his first trip abroad), the Com¬ 
monwealth heads of government conference, the summit 
meeting of the European Economic Community, the 
ministerial conference of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, and the Silver Jubilee celebrations of Queen 
Elizabeth — world political leaders will be crowding into 
London in greater numbers than at any time tn the last two 
or three decades. 

The new foreign secretary will be at the centre of all 
these events and will have the chance to meet more of the 
world’s presidents, prime ministers and top diplomats in a 
few weeks than he would normally expect to do in two or 
three years in the job. 

The significance of this in British political terms is that 
unless Owen is a failure in the post — and no one who knows 
him would expect that — he has at one stroke risen to the top 
of the Labor Party with a strong likelihood of becoming its 
next leader. 

His appointment is almost a move of genius by Prime 
Minister James Callaghan. As a man on the right of the 
Labor Party, Owen's promotion goes a long way to restoring 
the imbalance caused by the death of Anthony Crosland and 
the removal of Roy Jenkins to become chairman of the Euro¬ 
pean Economic Commission. And at the same time Cal¬ 
laghan has jumped a generation. He has moved the Labor 
Party heavyweights who have held to the top positions in the 
party for so long (like Healey, Jenkins, Foot, Callaghan 
himself) and moved it towards the generation of Shirley Wil¬ 
liams and Wedgwood Benn. 

Owen. too. is a man who could bring back to Labor the 
votes of the centre — the people, mainly middle class, who 
put Labor in power in 1964 and who have gradually drifted 
away, homeless, having no feeling either for the right wing 
Mrs. Thatcher variety qf Toryism. 

Callaghan is 65 this month and plainly will retire after 
the next general election, win or lose. If he holds 6ff an elec¬ 
tion. as he plans to do. for a further two years it may well be 
that the party will go for a young man as leader (just as they 
went to Gaitskell and Wilson after him) and not for the 
Healey generation). 

If this is so the choice could fall on Owen or Shirley Wil¬ 
liams, with the odds on Owen. Battles there will certainly be, 
but it is not likely that the left, whose natural leader after 
Foot has gone is Wedgwood Benn. will take over the party. 

In the context of the left-right battle, Callaghan's other 
appointments in his minimal shuffle are almost equally as in¬ 
teresting — and all of them are of more than usual interest to 
those who are watching Britain’s foreign policy. 

Stepping up as Owens' deputy — minister of state at the 
foreign and commonwealth office — is Frank Judd, man of 
the left, a rebel in the days of Wilson’s first government, 
whose career has been much involved in Third World affairs. 
He is one of the few men at the top of British politics who un¬ 
derstands the African scene, and in his short tenure of the 
ministry of overseas development he had made his own im- 
pact J 


Save-the-energy proposals 


My proposal that the core 
municipalities join together in 
some symbolic gesture to focus 
attention and public awareness 
on our continued frivolous 
abuse of hydrocarbon fuels has 
received substantial coverage 
by the media. I am most ap¬ 
preciative of this since any 
publicity of this kind may en¬ 
courage fuel conservation. 
Citizens might even be en¬ 
couraged to write their MPs 
and MLAs and suggest that in 
view of an imminent continen¬ 
tal energy crisis perhaps we 
should have a national and 
provincial energy policy. 

However, 1 would like to cor¬ 
rect a couple of points which 
were either not understood or 
not reported. 

The idea of a “leave-your- 
car-at-home" day obviously did 
not mean that everyone could 
suddenly jump on the buses. 
Clearly that would immediate¬ 
ly overload the system and 


bring the wrath of regular 
users down on the dead of 
whoever suggested it. It is 
equally clear that everyone 
could not leave their cars at 
home since alternative tran¬ 
sportation is not available. 
Both" these points were made 
by me every time the idea was 
discussed. 

What I had in mind were such 
things as pooling cars to carry 
perhaps four people instead of 
one, extensive use of bicycles 
by those fit to ride them, put¬ 
ting additional buses into ser¬ 
vice for that one day and even 
walking a few city blocks and 
leaving the car in the parking 
lot. The idea was to seek public 
participation, for one day (or 
one week), to effect a signifi¬ 
cant reduction in motor car 
traffic in the core municipal 
area. I believe there are many 
people, particularly in this en¬ 
vironmentally conscious area, 


who share my concern 
regarding the flagrant abuse of 
our dwindling fuel resources — 
particularly in wasteful 
automobiles — and who would 
welcome the opportunity to 
demonstrate that concern by 
participating in a gesture of 
this sort, even with some small 
sacrifice. 

The idea was presented to 
the Intermunicipal Committee 
as just that — an idea. If there 
had been good support from the 
members of that committee, 
the next step would have been a 
detailed evaluation of prac¬ 
ticability. Unfortunately there 
were only four members pre¬ 
sent at that meeting and they 
were unimpressed. Therefore, 
I will not make any further 
efforts to personally promote 
the idea.

More significant is the return of Mrs. Judith Hart to the 
government — one of Labor's turbulent left-wing women. 
She goes back to Overseas Development for the third time, 
and whatever anyone may say about her politics the fact is 
that in that particular Job she has proved more successful 
than other ministers. 

The post requires someone who is commited to finding 
ways of closing the rich-poor gap and searching for a New 
International Economic Order and this she certainly is. She, 
again, is also one of the few Westminster MPs (they are a 
scarce breed these days) who knows .Commonwealth 
developing countries and their leaders and gets on well with 
them. 

But domestically, Mrs. Hart's return to the government

Already com¬ 
parisons are being made with Anthony Eden — who was also 
elegant and handsome and 38 when he became British 
foreign secretary in 1935.

If Owen plays his cards well he could be there in much less 
than half that time.

NAIROBI, Kenya (UPD — 
Most of the Americans still 
living in Uganda will remain 
there despite President Idi 
Amin’s abrupt turnaround de¬ 
cision to allow them to leave, 
and U.S. evacuation plans, 
diplomats said Tuesday. 

One of the first Americans 
to leave Uganda following 
Amin’s dramatic backdown 
was a tourist who said he had 
gone into hiding after the 
Ugandan dictator’s original 
internal confinement order 
last Friday. He said he had 
been held up at the border for 
several hours before being al¬ 
lowed into Kenya. 

The diplomats said the es¬ 
timated 200 Americans still 
living in Uganda were “a 
hardcore bunch, mostly mis¬ 
sionaries, and dedicated to 
their work, without any desire 
to return home.” 

Among the Americans were 
TO Roman Catholic priests and 
nuns from 14 different mis¬ 
sions. 

The U.S. asked Swiss and 
other West European charter 
airlines about the possibility 
of evacuating the Americans, 
aeconding to U.$. and airline 
sources in Geneva. But the 
Western diplomats said most 
of the missionaries would not 
leave, even' if such an evacua¬ 
tion were organized. 

Amin abruptly postponed in¬ 


definitely a mass meeting 
with all Americans living in 
Uganda. He first ordered it 
last Friday for Monday, and 
then postponed it until 
Wednesday. 

Amin also announced that 
despite his Friday order bar¬ 
ring them from leaving Ugan¬ 
da, “Americans are now free 
to travel anywhere in Ugapda 
or leave the country if they 
wish.” 

In his backdown announce¬ 
ment, however. Amin said 
Americans in Uganda “were 
directly under his command 
and not the command of Pres¬ 
ident Carter.” 

Bob Shinn, 25, of Spring 
Lake Heights, N.J., said he 
boarded a bus for Kenya after 
hearing that Amin had can¬ 
celled his orders. He said he 
was held up several hours at 
the Kenyan border “while of¬ 
ficials checked apparently 
with Kampala” whether it 
was okay to let an American 
leave. 

Shinn said he arrived in 
Uganda Saturday, crossing 
the border “without the 
slightest problem.” He said 
he first heard of trouble when 
two Ugandans “got uptight 
when they learned I was car¬ 
rying an American passport. 
They told me, ‘You can’t 
leave the country’.”

‘Legion fever’ 
suspect again

ATLANTA — Authorities 
are not ruling out “Legion 
fever” or another unknown 
form of the ■ometimes-deadly 
disease as they investigate 
the deaths of two men who 
worked here in a U.S. Centre 
for Disease Control building 
where the illness has been 
studied since last summer. 

“I can’t exclude the possi¬ 
bility,” Dr. Richard Dixon, a 
CDC epidemiologist, told a 
press conference attended 
Tuesday by about 100 other 
employees who seemed con¬ 
cerned but not fearful about 
the deaths, “but I think Le- 
glonalr^s’ disease is unlikely 
at this time.”. 

Both employees died unex¬ 
pectedly within the past three 
days of mysterious illnesses, 
each characterized by high 
lever and nausea. 

Neither was reported io 
have had pneumonia, a com¬ 
mon symptom in the Legion 
fever deaths of 29 persons 
who attended an American 
r I.egion state convention last 
July in Philadelphia. < 

The victims are George 
flowers. 49, a warehouseman, 
who died of cardiac arrest 
Sunday at Georgia Baptist 
Hospital here, and Robert Du» 
bingon, 43, a custodian who 
died early Tuesday in the iso¬ 
lation unit of an army hospi¬ 
tal at nearby Ft. McPherson. 
Results of autopsies will not 
be known until later this 
week, a CDC spokesman said. 

Both employees were said 
to be "casual acquaintances” 
who worked in Building 7, 
where CDC epidemiologists 
also study such other highly 
■infectious (Diseases as Lasa 
fever and Marburg virus, in 
maximum-security labora¬ 
tories. 

Flowers reportedly handled 
glassware and laboratory sup¬ 
plies. Dubingon, a retired 
army sergeant, joined the 


CDC staff last fall as a Jani¬ 
tor. Both had access to hall¬ 
ways and offices in the build¬ 
ing, but neither worked in la¬ 
boratories themselves, the 
CDC said. 

At the news conference, 
Dixon and Dr. Walter Dowdle, 
director of the CDCs Bureau 
of Laboratories virology divi¬ 
sion said the centre had 
begun a “vigorous investiga¬ 
tion” of both deaths and to de¬ 
termine if other employees 
were similarly afflicted. 

Dixon said Investigators 
were looking for bacterial or 
viral infections or possible 
toxio exposures in the same 
manner they had probed Le¬ 
gion fever, which they said in 
January was caused by a bac- 
teria-like microorganism. 

When asked if the two men 
died of a “new mystery dis- 
e a 8 e , ’ ’ Dixon replied: 
“There’s always that chance, 
but it’s very unlikely. Almost 
any infection starts with fever 
and chills. That’s one of our 
difficulties in trying to find 
out what this is.” 

He admitted that the CDC 
was uneasy about potential 
danger to other employees. 
“We have reevaluated all pre¬ 
cautions we’ve used for years 
atvd years. Yes, we’ro con¬ 
cerned,” he said, adding that 
all 85 regular employees in 
Building 7 reported for work 
Tuesday. 

One employee, Dennis Breg- 
man, chief statistician of the 
CDCs viral disease section, 
said he and co-workers shared 
the same concern. “We all re¬ 
alize the kind of agency we’re 
working for,” he said. “I have 
a great amount of faith.” 

Another half-jokingly 
expressed concern about tests 
of employees. “I won’t ever 
sneeze in this place,” said 
Betty Hopper. "You srteeze 
and they bleed you to death 
trying to find out what 
you’ve got.”

Six apartheid rules 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — 
Some of the iargest American 
companies operating in South 
Africa have presented the 
government there with a list 
of working conditions they 
plan to implement in that 
country. 

A statement of six operating 
principles, signed by 11 large 
U.S. companies, was present¬ 
ed to South African Ambas¬ 
sador Roelof Botha at a meet¬ 
ing here Monday. 

The meeting was sought by 
three representatives of the 11 
•companies — John Murphy, 
General Motors chairman; 
Rev. Leon Sullivan, a min¬ 
ister in the Zion Baptist 
Church; and a director of 
General Motors; and Frank 
Cary, International Business 
Machines (IBM) chairman. 

The other signatories are 
American Cyanamid. Interna¬ 
tional Harvester, Ford, Cal- 
tex. Union Carbide, Citicorp, 
Otis Elevator, Minnesota Min¬ 
ing - and Manufacturing and 
Mobil Corp. 


A spokesman for the South 
African Embassy said Tues¬ 
day the proposals were dis¬ 
cussed in a friendly atrrtb- 
sphere and the amabasador 
has promised to convey them 
to the South African govern¬ 
ment. 

The spokesman, Cart 
Nottke, said the three repre¬ 
sentatives have said they in¬ 
tend to approach other U.S 
corporations doing business in 
South Africa to go along with 
the six principles. 

Although the principles 
seem to be directly aimed at 
South Africa's segregationist 
apartheid laws, the embassy 
spokesman added: "I don’t 
think these six principles 
should really present any 
great problem to the South 
African government. 

“In fact, many of these 
principles have already been 
introduced both by the U.S. 
firms and South African com-^ 
panies. Some of these compa¬ 
nies have already been re¬ 
sponsible for considerable 


changes and improvements.” 

He said the principles were. 

• Non-segregation of the 
races in all eating, comfort 
and work facilities 

• Equal and fair employ¬ 
ment practices for all em¬ 
ployees. 

• Equal pay for all em¬ 
ployees doing equal or compa¬ 
rable work for the same 
period of time. 

• Initiation and develop¬ 
ment of training programs 
that will prepare, in substan¬ 
tial numbers, blacks and 
other non-whites for supers 
visory, administrative, cleri¬ 
cal and technical jobs. 

• Increasing thg number 
of blacks and other non-whites 


in management and super¬ 
visory positions. 

# Improving the qualify of 
employees’ lives outside the 
work environment in such 
areas as housing, transpor¬ 
tation, schooling, recreation 
and health facilities. 

The statement of principles 
concluded: “These companies 
agree to further implement 
these principles. Where imple¬ 
mentation requires a modifi¬ 
cation of existing South Afri¬ 
can woricing conditions, we 
will seek such modification 
through appropriate chan¬ 
nels.” 

All 11 companies have large 
affiliate or subsidiary opera¬ 
tions in South Africa.

PWA chief: 

Little chance 
of takeover 


Pacific Western Airlines 
currently is not moving to¬ 
ward a takeover of the Win¬ 
nipeg-based Transair Ltd., 
Rhys Eyton, PWA president 
said Tuesday in Vancouver. 

Eyton said his company 
was “not closing the door” on 
the possibility of a merger, 
but didn’t think PWA needed 
any more "political con¬ 
troversy” at this time. 

The Supreme Court of Cana¬ 
da recently ruled in favor of 
the Alberta government being 
owner of the airline in a con¬ 
troversy with the federal gov¬ 
ernment about the legality of 
ownership. 

Eyton stressed that if PWA 
did take over Transair his 
company “has no aspera- 


tions” to become a trunk car¬ 
rier and compete with Air 
Canada and CP Airr. 

Eyton noted there was 
sense to a possible merger 
because both companies are 
regional carriers and there is 
much duplication of equip¬ 
ment and other, facilities be¬ 
tween the two, particularly in 
the north. 

However, he said that he 
was “not optimistic” about 
any such takeover and added 
that he knew of two other 
companies that have been ap¬ 
proached by Transair. \ 

Eyton said that Transair 
was a good company with 
good management and all it 
needed w as a “little help” to 
get over a bad economic 
period. 


OTTAWA (CP) — The gov¬ 
ernment has been urged by 
associations representing law¬ 
yers apd accountants to take 
into account inflation when, 
measuring business and prop¬ 
erty income for tax purposes. 

The Canadian Bar Associa¬ 
tion and the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute of Chartered Accountants 
say tax is now being paid on 
purely ^inflationary profits. 

The two groups made a pre¬ 
sentation to Finance Minister 
Donald Macdonald and Reve¬ 
nue Minister Monique Begin 
last week but only released 
the brief Monday. 

The brief welcomes in¬ 
creases in the amount of con¬ 
tributions to various deferred 
tax plans and the indexing of ‘ 
personal exemptions and tax 
brackets for individuals. 

“The measurement of busi¬ 
ness income and property in¬ 
come for tax purposes, how¬ 
ever, continues as if inflation 
were non-existent. 

“Tax is being paid on piine- 
ly inflationary profits, and 
cash resources needed to pay 
for higher inventory and capi¬ 
tal replacement costs are 
being used to pay the tax on 
these illusory profits,” the 
brief says. 

"The establishment of a 
generally accepted method of 
accounting for inflation may 
take considerable time and in 
our view relief in the tax sys¬ 
tem .should not wait for this 
to happen.” 

The association’s said' that 
until appropriate accounting 
procedures are worked out, in¬ 
terim measures could be used 
that would assist in preserv¬ 
ing Investment capital. 

The two groups also called 
for simplification of tax laws.

Judge William Ostler Tues¬ 
day sentenced a 20-year-old 
man to 2Va years in prison for 
*a Jan. 6 bank robbery. 

^ Tan McClardy Smith, for¬ 
merly of 1158 Hadfield, Esqui¬ 
mau, pleaded guilty Feb. 11 
to a charge of robbery after 
he was arrested in Edmonton 
and returned to Victoria. 

Smith admitted robbing the 
Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce branch at 493 Su¬ 
perior of $1,645. He ap¬ 
proached a woman teller and 
said, “I would like to make a 
withdrawal," before shoving a 
note which read: “Put money 
in a bag." 

He then escaped on foot and*- 
changed clothing in a third- 
floor washroom at the Provin¬ 
cial Museum, stuffing some of 
the clothes he wore during the 
holdup into a towel rack. 

Ostler said that the “un¬ 
precedented, alarming, and 
quite intolerable increase" in 
holdups in Greater Victoria 
must be stopped and said the 
sentence must be a warning 
to others. 

Defence-lawyer Derek Brin- 
dle said his client admitted 
contemplating the crime the 
day before but said that 
Smith did not intend to give 
the Impression, nor did he 
ever consider the use, of a 
weapon. 

Crown counsel Robert Mul¬ 
ligan said Smith kept a hand 
in his pocket during the in¬ 
cident and Ostler agreed that 
although there was no evi¬ 
dence of an actual weapon, 
there was a simulation. 

Brindle said Smith needed 
about $300 for rent, food and 
payment of a personal debt 
but could not offer an expla¬ 
nation as to why most of the 
money was spent on buying a 
car. 

Mulligan said Smith made a 
total of three car transactions 
before fleeing to Edmonton. 

Brindle said his client, who 
attended Esquimau high 
school, was more frightened 
than the subject of the rob¬ 
bery and was remorseful 
about the entire episode. 

Ostler, who said his task of 
sentencing a young man was

First enhancement of steelhead by a group of volunteer 
sportsmen on Vancouver Island is now under way in the 
Goldstream, 12 miles west of Victoria 

Last Sunday volunteers of the Amalgamated Conserva¬ 
tion Society, led by Roger Hutchison and advised by Howard 
English, stripped three female steelhead of their eggs, ferti¬ 
lised them with male sperm from four steelhead and planted 
6815 eggs in two'specially-made redds (nests) in the AC&touUt 
Goldstream spawning and rearing channel. 

And the steelhead used for the propogation experiment 
were from prime Goldstream stock, caught by volunteer an¬ 
glers especially for the project. The biggest of the steelhead 
used measured 35 inches and was estimated to weigh 18 or 20 
pounds. 

The steelhead eggs are expected to hatch in the spawning 
channel, along with coho eggs that are already In the redds 
and will soon be emerging. 

As the young fry (coho and steelhead) emerge from tn* 
gravel they will be caught in a catch basin, counted and then 
released into the rearing section of the channel. 

These coho and steelhead will all be wild stocks, given a 
helping hand by man and their productivity should be greatly 
increased. 

Some 38,000 coho eggs have now started hatching in the 
Goldstream incubation box operated by the ACS.

Meanwhile ACS president Brian Inglis reports thing* are 
moving right along for an enhancement program on the Mill- 
stream, at Mill Bay, which would include first a ladder to 
help fish around or over the falls and then an incubation-box 
program to introduce a new run of coho into the now barren 
ideal rearing waters between Shawnigan Lake and Mill Bay. 

The Mill Bay Community League was quick to respond to 
an ACS suggestion that the Millstream would make a good 
enhancement project to provide a new run of coho for 
Saanich Inlet. 

Forty Mill Bay members attended a meeting and they 
struck a committee of three to help organize.the project, 
i. A meeting between Mill Bay volunteers and Brian Jhglis 
and Howard English of the ACS will be held at Mill Bay Mar. 
11. “We hope to get started by next yea r on a fish ladder and 
once that is under way we can get the incubation box pro¬ 
gram going. We will have three years lead time to get the 
ladd,er built, before the fish from the first hatching would 
return.” Inglis explained. 

Students at Mill Bay’s Brentwood College have expressed 
an eagerness to help and become involved in the proposed en¬ 
hancement project.

VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
reshaping of British Columbia 
Lions of. the Western Football 
Conference began Tuesday 
with the trading of former all- 
star middle linebacker Ray 
Nettles to Toronto Argonauts 
of the Eastern Football Con¬ 
ference. 

The Lions, who missed the 
WFC playoffs the last two 
seasons under head-coach Cal 
Murphy, received three 
players from Toronto who 
new Lions head coach Vic 
Rapp thinks will help make 
his club a playoff contender. 

Toronto sent import 
middle-linebacker Sam Cvija- 
novich, Canadian defensive- 
back Barry Finlay and import 
offensive-lineman Larry Wat¬ 
kins to the Lions tor Nettles, a 
1973 winner of the Canadian 
Football League’s outstanding 
lineman award. 

“They’ve maintained the 
status quo here for along 
time,” said Rapp, named 
head coach in January. 
“Something like this could be 
good. It could reshape the 
whole team.” 

Nettles, 27, had been the 
mainstay of the B.C. defence 
since he arrived here in 1972 
from the University of 
Tennessee. He was an all-star 
his first three seasons, but his 
play was affected the last two 
years by nagging injuries. 


He signed a two-year con¬ 
tract with the financially- 
troubled Lions in 1976 and 
was considered one of the top- 
paid performers on the team. 

“I think he’s. (Cvijunovich) 
better defending against the 
pass than Nettles was,” said- 
defensive coordinator Vince 
Toban of the Lions, one of two 
new assistant coaches under 
Rapp. “Ray’s quick, but Sam 
is smart.” 

Cvijanovich was named the 
top rookie in the CFL in 1974 
when he joined Toronto after 
sitting out the previous sea¬ 
son. He was cut by San Fran¬ 
cisco 49ers of the National 
Football League in 1973. 

The 26-year-old middle line¬ 
backer signed a four-year 
agreement with the Argos last 
year alter missing training 
camp when contractual prob¬ 
lems arose. 

Finlay, also 26, was Toron¬ 
to’s starting safety tor four 
years after coming out of 
MciMaster University, Hamil¬ 
ton, in 1973 as the Argos’ first 
draft choice. 

Rapp indicated wlten he 
signed with the Lions that the 
team needed improvement In 
the secondary and pointed to 
veteran Canadian Barry An- 
dem as one of the obvious 
weaknesses. 

Watkins played for Rapp 
when he was an assistant 


coach in Edmonton. The Eski¬ 
mos released Watkins mid¬ 
way through the 1976 season 
when he had chronic shoulder 
problems, and Watkins subse¬ 
quently signed with Toronto. 

“When Vic got the job in 
Vancouver, I talked to the 
Argos about trading me out 
there,” *8aid the 28-year-old, 
270pounder from his home in 
Louisville, Ky. “I guess it’s 
(the trade) been in the works 
for about three weeks.” 

Rapp said that Watkins was 
probably Edmonton’s best of¬ 
fensive lineman for many 
years, “even better than all 
star Charlie Turner.” 

The B.C. coach said that 
Watkins, who can play either 
tackle or guard, likely would 
be tried at guard by the 
Lions, who hope to 6ign North 
Vancouver native John Blain 
to a pro contract. 

Blain is a 260-pounder who 
graduates this spring from 
San Jose State in California 
and expects to be involved in 
the NFL draft. 

Cvijanovich is the second 
linebacker acquired by the 
Lions since last season. Earli¬ 
er they traded for Canadian 
veteran Rob McLaren, who 
played most of last season 
with Hamilton Tiger-Cats. 

The Lions said after last 
season that they wanted to 
sign a veteran quarterback 


tor the 1977 season. Now they 
may need two new quarter¬ 
backs. 

Team medical officials have 
told management that Rick 
Cassata, who joined the team 
last year from Hamilton, has 
injured his knee sufficiently 
as to not allow him to play 
again tor the team. 

"Our medical staff has said 
he can’t play for us,” said 
general manager Bob Ac kies, 
adding that the Lions likely 
would release Cassata so that 
he could seek an assistant 
coaching job in Hamilton. 

Cassata replaced Eric 
Guthrie as the B.C. quarter¬ 
back midway through the 197 
season, but could produce 
only one win. 

Ackles said the Lions had 
been talking with Saskatche¬ 
wan Roughriders of the WFC 
and Montreal Alouettes of the 
EPC about a possible three- 
team trade.

YUMA, Ariz. (AP) — Ham¬ 
burger millionaire Ray Kroc 
appears on the verge of get¬ 
ting out of the pro hockey 
business, saying he sees no al¬ 
ternative to the sale of his 
San Diego Mariners. 

Kroc, 74. spent Monday in 
Yuma, where his National 


League San Diego Padres 
opened spring baseball prac¬ 
tice, but talked instead about 
the Mariners,, managed by 
son-in-law Ballard Smith. 

"Ballard tells me we can 
expect to lose 51.4 million on 
the Mariners this year and 
that troubles me because I’m 


not very interested in hock¬ 
ey," said Kroc. "If I were 
faced with that situation in 
baseball it wouldn’t matter 
because baseball is my 
game.” 

Kroc said Smith is optimis¬ 
tic the Mariners, members of 
the World Hockey Associa¬ 


tion, can survive as a San 
Diego franchise in the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League. 

Kroc does not share the 
view. 

"At $7.50 per ticket, I don’t 
think the value is there. I 
don’t blame people for staying 
away when we ask them to 


pay $15 per couple. I don’t see 
any alternative to selling the 

team.” 

Despite talk about a merger 
of the hockey leagues, Kroc 
does not see survival for the 
Mariners. 

“This will be a consoli¬ 
dation, not a merger. I don’t 


see more than four or five 
WHA teams being included. 

"I don’t think the NHL will 
have San Diego because our 
building (13,000*eat Sports 
Arena) is too small. I could 
be wrong, but I don’t think 
they’ll' take any team which 
has less than 18,000 seats."

Rockies joined in 1974. The 
Islanders also had to pay New 
York Rangers a 55 million fee 
for territorial rights but so 
far, little money has changed 
hands.

BAD NEWS: We’re due for a biggie 
GOOD NEWS: We’ve built to survive 


FREQUENT EARTHQUAKES on Vancouver 
Island are probably caused by movement of large 
“plates,” scientists speculate. New material forms 
at jagged spreading boundary, left center, and on 


one side moves under another plate on which the 
Island sits. The other side of the spreading bound¬ 
ary slides past the “continental” plate. 


First, the bad news. Van¬ 
couver Island is due for a 
large earthquake, of the mag¬ 
nitude that killed 26,000 peo¬ 
ple, and left 1,000,000 home¬ 
less in Guatemala in Febru¬ 
ary, 1976. 

The good news, also from 
Dr. Garry Rogers, a seismolo¬ 
gist at the Victoria Geophysi¬ 
cal Observatory, is that the 
damage Will not be nearly as 
extensive, for a number of 
reasons. 

"There may be some 
deaths, and buildings may be 
damaged, with chimneys, 
signs and facades falling 
down, but building construc¬ 
tion around here is more 
earthquake resistant than in 
many other countries.” 

That is not so*much by de¬ 
sign as by coincidence, and 
an imporatnt coincidence, 
considering that Vancouver 
Island is Canada’s most ac¬ 
tive seismic urea. 

WOOD-FRAME buildings, 
such as most residences in 
B.C., have an inherent flexi¬ 
bility which enables them to 
absorb sizable shocks without 
collapsing. Modem building 
codes require extensive steel 
reinforcement in concrete and 
masonry structure^. 

In Guatemala, unreinforced 
adobe structures crumbled 
like dust at the first shock, 
cmshing their inhabitants. 
But in B.C., the greatest 
danger is likely to come from 
lengthy and serious disruption 
of telephone and power ser- 
vices, and slides over 
railroads and highways, 
Rogers says.

Ailing Oakland resurfaces

Oakland Industries Ltd., 
supposedly drowned in a sea

Company president and 
manager William Hilbom, al¬ 
though cheered by arrival of 
the first herring catches Tues¬ 
day, said permanence depend¬ 
ed on the success of the sea¬ 
son and outside help. 

Four unnamed mainland 
fishboat operators have pro¬ 


vided financial backing for 
the herring season and the 
company, is hopeful of receiv¬ 
ing help on a long-range basis 
from the B.C. Development 
Corp. and federal sources. 

All of the major moves to 
save the company have taken 


place since its financial fail¬ 
ure dropped it into the hands 
of the receiver fnore than a 
month ago. It had appeared 
that Oakland was doomed and 
that 300 jobs would disappear 
along with the company. 


Hilbom had 60 employees 
on the job as the herring 
began to.-pour in and said he 
hoped this number would 
swell to 300 “in about a week” 
when he expects the operation 
to be going “full blast.”

Many fatalities are caused by 
facades and signs crashing 
onto streets. 

A statistical analysis of 
seismic activity seems to in¬ 
dicate that the area is due for 
a major earthquake, Rogers 
says. 

BY STUDYING records for 
this century, it appears that 
an earthquake of magnitude 6 
on the Richter scale occurs 
every 11 years on the 
average, and an earthquake 
of magnitude 7 occurs about 
every 50 years. 

The last major quake to 
shake this area was one 
centred in Puget Sound in 
1965, in which several deaths 
occurred. There was a quake 
in 1957. and a magnitude 7 
quake in 1949 which resulted 
in one death but relatively lit¬ 
tle other damage, because 
there was not much to dam¬ 
age in Courtenay, where the 
quake was centered. 

Another way to measure the 
likelihood of a quake is to 
measure the stress released 
by previous quakes. Plotted 
cumulatively, against the 
time between quakes, this 
graph shows how much stress 
is being released over a given 
time, on the average, and that 
graph now shows an ominous 
gap between the predicted 
stress which has built up, and 
the last time it was released. 

THESE ARE only statis¬ 
tical methods, and they suffer 
from being collected only over 
a relatively short period of 
time, and until the last few 
years with only very primi¬ 
tive measuring devices. 

Only in 1970 did the Univer¬ 
sity of Washington set up a 
network of seismometers in 
Washington state, and the 
basic minimum of four mea¬ 
suring devices needed to plot 
the epicenter and depth of 
earthquakes was not es¬ 
tablished in southwestern 
B.C. until 1974. 

"We only have good data 
from the last few years, and 
it will take 10 to 15 years 
before we begin to understand 
what is going on,” Rogers 
says. 

Complicating the picture 
^are two main factors: Earth- 
‘quakes in the "continental” 
zone, in which Vancouver Is- 
lahd is located, tend to be 
deep in the earth; and the 
zone has a complicated geolo¬ 
gy that makes any easy ex¬ 
planations suspect. 

UNLIKE California earth¬ 
quakes, which are so shallow 
that the faultline often rup¬ 
tures the surface, Vancouver 
Island’s quakes usually occur 
well underground. The magni¬ 
tude 5 quake that shook this 
area in May, 1976, for in¬ 
stance, was estimated to be 60 
kilometers down. 

Because of their depth, they 
do less damage, hut at the 
same time are much harder 
to study. "In California, they 
can set up measuring devices 
on either side of the fault and 
watch the mountains chug by, 
so to speak,” Rogers says. 
Scientists here must resort to 
less direct methods, such as 
measurement of magnetic 
fields, or changes In the force 
of gravity which might in¬ 
dicate uplifts, and not enough 
"baseline” data has been 
gathered on these to make 
then} valuable yet. 

What makes Vancouver Is¬ 
land such an active earth¬ 
quake area, scientists believe, 
is the usual "plate tec¬ 
tonics” status of the area. 

PLATE TECTONICS is the 
name of a theory in geology 
which says the planet is made 
up of a variety of large plates 
moving slowly in relation to 
each other. The first evidence 
for this- theory was gathered 
ip the 1960s off the coast of 
Vancouver Island where a 
"spreading” boundary ap- 
j>ear.s to lie. This is a bounda¬ 
ry where two plates are mov¬ 
ing aw*ay from each other, 
with new material from un¬ 
derneath the plates coming up 
to the surface. 

A second type of boundary 
is the "transform” boundary, „ 
where two plates slide past 
one another, such as the San 
Andreas fault in California. 

A third type of boundary is 
the J'subduction” boundary^ 
where one plate slides be¬ 
neath another. 

As it happens, all bounda¬ 
ries exist within a short dis¬ 
tance of ^Vancouver Island, 
leaking the geologist’s Job of 


predicting what will happen a 
difficult one indeed. 

THE ISLAND Itself, accord¬ 
ing to this theory, aits on a 
plate which is riding op top of 
another plate, at a subduction 
boundary. This second plate is 
being driven under the first 
by a spreading boundary far¬ 
ther out in the ocean. To 
make things more complicat¬ 
ed, the other side of this 
spreading boundary meets the 
first plate at a point north of 
Vancouver Island, forming a 
transform boundary which ex¬ 
tends past the Queen, .Char¬ 
lottes. 

"It’s a very complex area, 
with a diversity of forces at 
work,” Rogers says, and 
much work remains to be 
done before earthquake pre¬ 
diction becomes a possibility 
here.

HAMILTON, Ont. (CP) - 
When it goes into full opera¬ 
tion, the Community Child 
Abuse Team (OCAT) will 
have workers on call around 
the clock, 365 days a year to 
deal with reported cases. 

The 34-hour service will be 
only the most visible and dra¬ 
matic aspect of a highly or¬ 
ganized and involved plan to 
help abused children and their 
parents. 

Besides the acute-care 
group, which gives assistance 
any hour of the day or night, 
there will be a case- 
management team to allocate 
resources of the participating 
agencies and a continuinu- 
care group to provide rehabil¬ 
itation for the family and pro¬ 
tection for the children for at 
least a year. 

Dr. Charles H. Malcolmson, 
a member of the pediatrics 
department at McMaster Uni¬ 
versity Medical Centre, said 
that CCAT was the joint idea 
of many agencies. 

He has been chairman for 
two years. 

To deal effectively with 
child abuse, Malcolmson said, 
you have to deal with the rea¬ 
son for the abuse. 

This involves working with 
the parents in a helpful rather 
than an accusing way. 

In the family history, he ex¬ 
plained, you tend to find dep¬ 
rivation, abuse and neglect. 

, If the parents were beaten 
as children, they are more 
likely to beat their child. 

The child-abuse team will 
be composed of three groups 
with members drawn from 


A Community Child Abuse Team in Hamilton, 
Out., has begun a service to respond to cases of 
child abuse on a 24-hour basis. Guilty parents are 
crying to be found out, says a founder of the 
program. 


service agencies in the com¬ 
munity. 

The acute-care group will 
comprise six people working 
on a rotation basis. These will 
be highly specialized workers, 
probably from the children’s 
aid societies or foe hospitals. 

They will investigate and 
assess each case reported. 

These workers will decide 
whether a child should be re¬ 
moved immediately to a place 
of safety/ In consultation with 
police or lawyers, they will 
decide whether charges 
should be laid. 

After a few days, the man¬ 
agement group will take over. 
They will plan the care of 
cases received the previous 
week and review continuing 
cases at regular intervals. 

The continuing-care group 
provides long-term services to 
the child and the family and 
reports back to the manage¬ 
ment group. 

In the second and third 
phases one agency might 
offer a family marital coun¬ 
selling. Another agency might 
be-giving a different family fi¬ 
nancial counselling. A public 
health nurse might be assist¬ 
ing another family. 

Overseeing the entire proj¬ 
ect will be a co-ordinator, yet 


to be appointed. This person 
will be a recognized profes¬ 
sional in one of the health 
sciences. 


The procedure will be that help.’* 


as soon as a case of child 
abuse has been reported to 
one of the children’s aid socle- 
lies, as required by Ontario 
law, it will be referred to the 
co-ordinator who will assign it 
to an acute-case worker, set¬ 
ting the entire program in 
motion. 

Malcomson said people who 
abuse their children are 
usually the ones who take 
them to the hospital. They art 
crying to be found out.

of the jewelry to raise money 
to complete the basement of 
their home for two of the chil¬ 
dren.

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B.C. s year-end surplus $114.4 million

The provincial government 
had a surplus of $114.4 million 
at year-end and should end 
the financial year March 31 in 
a better than break-even posi¬ 
tion. 

But New Democratic Party 
financial critic David Stupich 
said Tuesday the figures re¬ 
leased in the third quarterly 
financial statement were a lit¬ 
tle deceiving. 


“The actual budgetary sur¬ 
plus at year-end was $34.7 
rqillion,” Stupich said. “The 
balance making up the $114.4 
million came from such 
things as government acquisi¬ 
tion of special funds, the sale 
of ferries, etc. When you re¬ 
member that $82 million has 
been spent so far this year In 
special warrants. I think most 
of the surplus will have disap¬ 
peared by the end of March.” 

In the financial report. Fi¬ 
nance Minister Evan Wolfe 


lists the various surpluses, 
but as separate items. Budge-, 
tary surplus as of Dec. 31 — 
$34.7 million; nonbudgetaiy 
revenue from the recapture of 
sj>ecial-purpose funds — $29.7 
million; extraordinary reve¬ 
nue from the sale-lease-back 
deal on the ferries — $48.4 
million. 

Stupich had grudging praise 
for the financial statement. 

“Actually, they haven't 
done a bad thing,” he said. 
“They have come within two 


per cent on revenues and four 
per cent on expenditures." 

Having said that, he quickly 
noted that the best aspect of 
the quarterly financial sta¬ 
tement lay in the performance 
of the crowp corporations es¬ 
tablished by the NDiP. 

“Together, the 19 crown 
corporations contributed $215 
million in the first nine 
months, and a simple projec¬ 
tion indicates they will have 
contributed $287 million by 
the time the fiscal year 


ends,” Stupich said. 

“Just as they were shown to 
be in the first two quarterly 
reports, the crown corpora¬ 
tions are doing quite well.” ' 

The B.C. Cellulose Company 
earned $1,674,000 over expen¬ 
ditures; the B.C. Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, $352,000; 
B.C. Harbors Board, 
$1,704,000; B.C. Hydro, 
$4,508,000; B.C. Petroleum 
Corporation $30,183,000; Hous¬ 
ing Corporation of B.C. 
$1,271,000; ICBC showed a 


net surplus of $66,063,000 in 
the automobile insurance fund 
and $613,000 in the general in¬ 
surance operation; Kootenay 
Forest Products, $530,000; Li¬ 
quor Administration Branch, 
$129,594,000; Ocean Falls, 
$1,233,000; Panco Poultry, 
$6 7 3,000; Plateau Mills, 
$2,005,000. 

Losers among the govern¬ 
ment operations were B.C. 
Ferries, with a loss of 
$6,414,000, more than $10 mil¬ 
lion less than the $16.9 million 


deficit in 1975; B.C. Railway, 
with a loss to year-end of 
$53,245,000, compared with 
losses of $45,871,000 in the 
same period the year before; 
the B.C Steamship Company, 
$1,074,000, and the Medical 
Services Plan. $1,382,000 in 
expenditures over revenues. 

Liberal leader Gordon Gib¬ 
son (North Vancouver- 
Capilano) had little praise for 
the quarterly statement, and 
was critical of the ICBC nine- 
month balance sheet.

Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee established to hear ap* 
peals from groups protesting 
construction of the billion dol¬ 
lar B.C Hydro project, told 
the Legislature Tuesday it 
was standard procedure for 


discussions dealing with cabi¬ 
net material to be held in 
camera. 

William King (NDP—Revel- 
stoke-Slocan) who introduced 
the topic during question 
period, challenged the inin- 
ister’s interpretation. 

"I chaired many cabinet 
committee hearings and they 
were open to the public,” 
King said outside the house.

This marks a dangerous pre¬ 
cedence for a dangerous prac¬ 
tice. 

“It is a shift in policy to be 
viewed with alarm. It flies in 
the face of natural justice.” 

King said he was shocked 
and appalled that on a matter 
as sensitive as the Revelstoke 
dam all appeals would be held 
behind closed doors. 

The chief concern of objec¬ 
tors to the project centres on 
an unstable land-mass area 
known as the Downie Slide. It 
is claimed that a landslide in 


that area would touch off a 
tidal wave in the dam reser¬ 
voir large enough to breach 
the dam. 

King told the Legislature 
last week that if that hap¬ 
pened, 14 -dams between Re¬ 
velstoke and the U.S. would 
also be breached by the grow¬ 
ing wave of water and could 
result in “the greatest disas¬ 
ter in the world.” 

Engineering experts claim 
the Downie Slide area safe 
and provincial Water Comp¬ 
troller Howard DeBeck has 


stated he’s reasonably sat¬ 
isfied with the engineering 
reports. 

As a safeguard, however, he 
has ordered further evidence 
to be produced before full 
construction starts. 

Gary Gallon, spokesman for 
SPEC, said Monday he was 
concerned because even be¬ 
fore the hearings get under 
way the camp for construc¬ 
tion workers is being built 
and contracts are being let 
for the re-location of roads in 
the area. 


In the Legislature Tuesday, 
Williams was blunt in his re¬ 
jection of open metings. 

Alex Macdonald (NDP— 
Vancouver East) asked if Wil¬ 
liams didn’t think it “against 
natural justice to bar the pub¬ 
lic and the press.” 

"No,” Williams answered. 

“Are you saying the press 
will be barred?” King 
asked. 

"Yes,” Williams replied. 

"I think it’s time you let 
some sunshine in,” King 
snapped.

‘‘The nine-month, $66- 
million surplus before safe 
driving grants shows the like¬ 
lihood that the overcharge 
will come near the $100 mil¬ 
lion figure I predicted last 
year, and which the minister 
(Pat McGeer) strongly denied 
at that time,” Gibson said.

Agreement between B.C. 
and the federal government 
on the province’s request for 
a West Coast ferry subsidy is 
still at least one month away, 
Premier Bennett said Tues¬ 
day. 

He. made the announcement 
at a joint news conference 
with federal Transport Min¬ 
ister Otto Lang after meetings 
earlier Tuesday between 
transport officials of both gov¬ 
ernments.

Garden Notes 


In my last column I out¬ 
lined, in a rather rough-and- 
ready way, one method for 
the planting of fruit trees, 
shade trees, evergreens and 
flowering shrubs. Today I'd 
like to go back over the same 
ground to discuss some refine¬ 
ments and to explain the 
whys and wherefore of each 
operation. 

One very common error, in 
the planting of trees and 
slirubs, is for the novice gar¬ 
dener to dump a shovelful of 
manure in the bottom of each 
planting hole and sit the tree 
on this. Manure is very good, 
but only if it is so well rotted 
as to toe almost unrecogniza¬ 
ble as such. 

Even then, the manure 
should be used to enrich the 
whole plot or area, not just 
concentrated in the individual 
planting hole. As our trees 
settle down and develop a 
proper root system, we want 
their roots to forage outward, 
far beyond the confines of the 
original planting station, and 
we should place the goodies 
where toe aggressive, out¬ 
ward-searching roots will find

Old soldiers tend to roman¬ 
ticize all the bleak encounters 
of their lonely wartime liber¬ 
ties in strange cities, so I am 
not surprised to find that the 
Hollywood Canteen, where the 
Gis went to dance with the 
stars, was not as glittering as 
soma (jt them remember it. 

In answering a question 
from a veteran of the Second 
World War the other day, I 
wrote that the famed Canteen 
htyl been on Cahuenga at Sun¬ 
set (the southwest corner), 
and quoted from a vintage 
serviceman’s guide — Sinning 
in Hollywood — which 
suggested that a decent boy 
from Iowa, on the way out to 
fight for his country, might 
drop in at the Canteen on a 
Saturday night and find him¬ 
self in the arms of Rita Hay¬ 
worth. 

Alas, I have now heard 
from some other veterans — 
the hard-working stenos and 
not-quite starlets who really 
staffed the Canteen and did 
toe dishes, while toe stars 
made spot appearances with 
their press agents and slipped 
away without breaking a fin- 
germail. 

“I was a secretary at Co¬ 
lumbia Pictures then,” writes 
Shriely K. Wolford, "and, as I 
remember it, the Canteen, 
with a few notable exceptions 
(I bow my head in shame for 
not remembering them) wass 
serviced (except for enter¬ 
tainment) by the girls and 
guys of toe lower echelons of 


them, ti 1 we give the roots 
their dinner on a plate, they’ll 
stay home and go nowhere. 

I am often asked what is a 
good fertilizer to put in the 
planting hole. I like bone 
meal, but I don’t put it direct¬ 
ly into the hole. I mix it very 
thoroughly with the dryish 
soli and peat moss used for 
filling in over toe roots. ■ 

I choose bone meal for such 
permanent plants as trees and 
shrubs because of its mild, 
slow-acting, long-lasting pro- 
I>erties. Also, its principle ef¬ 
fective ingredient is phos¬ 
phate, which simulates vigor¬ 
ous root growth without forc¬ 
ing any precocious topgrowth. 
We want our newly planted 
tree to make plenty of vigor¬ 
ous young roots before it does 
much growing upstairs. 

I could use superphosphate 
of lime, which is much 
stronger and considerably 
cheaper than bone meal, but 
superphosphate is hygros¬ 
copic; that is, it pulls mois¬ 
ture into itself, like table salt. 
If even a slight overdose is 
given, it could pull moisture 
out of the roots, causing the 


plant to wilt I use the more 
efficient superphosphate quite 
often in my gardening opera¬ 
tions, but when planting an 
expensive tree or shrub, I feel 
safer with the mild, long-1 ast- 
ipg, foolproof bone meal. 

I remember receiving a let¬ 
ter some years ago from a 
confused reader who asked 
me why I poured water in toe 
hole wiiile planting, after in¬ 
sisting upon a dryish fill-in 
soil mixture. The idea of dry¬ 
ing off some soil for use in 
spring planting is no it will 
flow under and over and 
around toe roots while filling 
in; with lumpy, wet soil, too 
many air spaces are left 
around the roots, and unless 
the soil comes into close and 
intimate contact, no new root 
hairs will emerge. 

The idea of pouring water 
into the hole when the filling- 
in is artjout two-toirds complet¬ 
ed is not so much to give the 
plant a drink as for the 
water's mechanical action on 
the dryish soil. The water set¬ 
tles the soil close in around 
the roots much better than 
any stomping down could do. 


I always make a point of 
finishing up with loose, dry 
soil on top so air can enter 
freely. Also, dry soil makes 
an excellent mulch for con¬ 
serving soil moisture down 

below. 

In my last column I 
suggested adding to this 
water a little Dixon-Reld Vi¬ 
tamin B-l or a hormone pre¬ 
paration called Transplan- 
tone. These additives seem 
to counteract transplanting 
shock in plants in much the 
same way as Wood plasma 
combats surgical shock in 
humans. 

I make a point in using one 
or toe other of these planting 
aids in every transplanting 
operation — not just shrubs 
and trees, but in setting out 
bedding plants, tomato and 
strawberry plants, and even 
when repotting houseplants. 
Ihe plants seem to take hold 
and grow away so much more 
readily, without any setback. 

The dosage of the vitamin 
B-l is five drops per gallon of 
water; of Transplantone, one 
taiblespoonful per gallon.

Another who remembers 
that side of the story is Betty 
Alnes of Redondo Beach, 
Calif. "I hate to destroy the 
nostalgic memories of mil¬ 
lions of servicemen who 
poured through the Hollywood 
Canteen,” she writes, “but I 
was oe of the starlets 
hostessing on Saturday nights. 
None of us were really in the 
movie industry directly. 

‘"Hie fellows wanted so 
badly to dance with someone 
famous that we would tell 
them we were actresses 
Since they had obviously 
never heard of us we’d weave 
stories that could put an old 
fisherman to shame. Saturday 
night was a busy night so the 
boys came through in shifts of 
a half-hour each. We got so 
that we could tell where a boy 
was from by the way he 
danced or talked .. 

The big name people rarely 
showed up, Betty Alnes re¬ 
calls, but some did, and some 
were loyal regulars. "Kay 
Kyser and his lovely wife 
' Georgia were there every 
week, and Bette Davis, who 
was president, was always 
there — a beautiful, gracious 
lady. Mel Blanc bused tables 
all e vening every week, but 
most of the other biggies put 
in token appearances. Some 
of our now famous actresses 
appeared on stage hoping to 
be spotted by agents. 

"It was quite an education 


backstage, seeing who the 
gracious people were and who 
were actually opportunists. It 
was also toe best place to 
pick up the latest Hollywood 
gossip. God, that place bred 
enough nostalgia to last a life¬ 
time!” 

Marion Kaelin was a Lo- 
cheed secretary during the 
war and as a member of their 
Pengulnettes Club she served 
at the Canteen as a hostes. 
She remembers it much as 
Betty Alnes does, but for Mrs. 
Kaelin the Canteen does have 
a romantic claim. It was 
there that she met her hus¬ 
band, but — well, it’s her 
story. 

"It was there.” she recalls, 
"that Susan Hayward met 
Jess Barker, official MC, 
when he leaned across her 
snack bar station and said, 
‘Hey, why don’t you and I get 
married or something!’ And 
she replied, 'We’ll get mar¬ 
ried or nothin’!’ They told us 
this at a shower for their twin 
boys . . 

"(Regulars were Bob Hope, 
Rudy Valee and band, Bette 
Davis, Angela Lansbury, 
Buddy Rich, who beat the 
drums in his Marine Corps 
uniform, Jack Benny, Bing 
Crosby, who worked with his 
corduroy-knickered sons, and 
James Melton, who sang with 
teenager Jane Powell . . 

As for Mrs. Kaelin’s own 
story, it was at the Canteen 
that she met her future hus¬ 
band, Al, then in toe Air 
Force, but it didn’t ''take" 


that time, as she puts It, and 
they had to meet twice more 
before it did. 

"Four years later, at a 
UCLA Newman Club Dance, 
we met again. That also dis¬ 
solved. Three years later we 
met again at a local Bonaven- 
ture Club party, and that time 
it took, and Is still in force, 
with a family of four in their 
20s.” 

But Mrs. Kaelin didn’t re¬ 
member Al from the Canteen, 
and would never have known 
that they had met that night if 
she hadn’t, been going through 
his wartime memoirs some 
years later and came across 
his boast that one night at the 
Canteen he had danced seven 
bars of "Mairzy Doats” with 
Shirley Temple. 

"I knew that Shirley was 
there only onoe,” says Mrs. 
Kaelin, "and I was there that 
time. Thus we reconstructed 
our one-hour Canteen friend¬ 
ship.” 

So the myth of the Canteen 
loses some of its luster. But 
you can’t really knock a place 
that gave young Al Kaelin a 
preview of his wife-tohe and 
a chance to dance seven bare 
of "Mairzy Doats” with the 
future U.S Ambassador to 
Ghana, and provided toe set¬ 
ting in which Miss Susan Hay¬ 
ward delivered, in real life, a 
line that so exquisitely en¬ 
capsulated toe Motion Picture 
Code that was shaping the 
morality of America: 

"We’ll get married or noth¬ 
in!”

Journalism, like history, is 
supposed to rely on "facts.” 
But what are facts? They are 
just the building-blocks of 
truth, and since no one has 
the time or space to use all 
the blocks, we have to select 
those we tiiink most impor¬ 
tant. That’s where the rub 
comes in. 

Suppose I were an early 
American historian, ^cording 
the career of one erf the found¬ 
ing fathers. Here is what I 
might say: 

"He early opposed the 
Stamp Act and other British 
restrictions. When his ship, 
Liberty, was confiscated and 
burned, he became a martyr 
and was elected to the Mas¬ 
sachusetts legislature. He was 
a member and president of 


toe Continental Congress. His 
name appears first on the 
Declaration of Independence. 
After the Revolution, he was 
elected governor of Mas¬ 
sachusetts.” 

Now, let’s suppose I were a 
British historian, recording 
the same career. This is what 
I might say: 

"Son of a poor clergyman 
whose father died when he 
was nine, he was favored by a 
rich uncle who sent him to 
Harvard. When he was still in 
his 20s, his uncle died and, 
without working a day, he in¬ 
herited toe greatest fortune 
ever amassed in New Eng¬ 
land. 

"He wore lavender suits 
and rode in bright yellow 
coaches. He loved dancing, 


card parties, wine, and all 
festivities. He was lazy and 
unpunctual. John Adams 
called him a ‘leaky vessel’ 
who betrayed state secrets. 
He was the greatest smuggler 
on the continent, who yearned 
to be commander in chief of 
toe army, and was mortified 
when George Washington was 
nominated.” 

Of course you have recog¬ 
nized the eminent name of 
John Hancock. Everything 
said about him in both these 
versions is perfectly true and 
factual. But history, and 
much more journalism, must 
condense these facts. Which 
shall be left in, and which left 
out? What balance shall be 
struck? How much of the pos¬ 
itive facts are "veneration;” 


how much of the negative 
facts are ‘‘deprecation.” 

What is said about Hancock 
depends, in large part, upon 
the historian’s bias, perspec¬ 
tive, and sense of values. He 
cannot put everything in 
(unless he is writing a full bi¬ 
ography of the man), and 
anything he leaves out inevi¬ 
tably distorts the total por¬ 
trait. Everything that is writ¬ 
ten is "selective.” 

Ponder on this the next 
time you demand that a story 
be "objective.” Ail we have a 
right to ask is that the histori¬ 
an — or journalist — tries to 
be as honest as he can, and 
does not deliberately distort. 
Beyond tote, one man’s patri¬ 
ot i6 all too often another 
man’s smuggler.

This is one of the 
great Horatio Alger stories of 
the year. And there isn't any¬ 
one in the academy who 
didn’t starve a little in the 
beginning or meet frustrations 
along the way as Stallone did. 

Faye Dunaway, toe movies’ 
new Bette Davis, is the early 
favorite to win for her devas¬ 
tating performance in Net¬ 
work. 


What will help immeasur¬ 
ably for Faye is an outstand¬ 
ing performance in another 
movie this year — Voyage of 
toe Damned. 

Watch for Network to sweep 
tiie awards. Travelling around 
Hollywood, you often hear toe 
voters say it is the best Amer¬ 
ican iriovie in a decade.

Monitor Quebec CBC for bias—PC 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Ca¬ 
nadian Radio-television Tele¬ 
communications Commission 
should monitor broadcasts by 
Radio Canada to determine 
whether the CBCs French 
service has a separatist bias, 
the Commons was told Tues¬ 
day. 

Prime Minister Pierre Tnv- 
deau said he would discuss 
the suggestion from James 
McGrath PC—St John’s East 


with Communication* Min¬ 
ister Jeanne Sauve. 

McGrath noted that CRTC 
chairman Harry Boyle said 
that no complaints about a 
separatist bias in Radio Cana¬ 
da bipadcasting had been re¬ 
ceived by the federal agency 
responsible for licensing com¬ 
munications outlets. 

However, McGrath noted 
that the CRTC investigated 
complaints several months 


ago about Montreal radio sta¬ 
tion CPCF’s coverage of Bill 
22, the controversial lan¬ 
guage policy introduced by 
the former Liberal Quebec 
government. 

The CRTC said the station’s 
right to freedom of expression 
must not supersede the pub¬ 
lic’s right to balanced pro¬ 
gramming with “differing 
views on matters of public 
concern.’’ 


It said broadcaster’s have a 
duty “to“cover controversial 
issues of public importance 
fairly by providing an oppor¬ 
tunity for the presentation of 
contrasting points of view.’’ 

The issue of separatist bias 
in Radio Canada was raised 
about a week ago in the Com¬ 
mons. SeveraJ/Liberal cabinet 
ministers earlier complained' 
that the service was not pro¬ 
moting national unity which is

Earlier in the Commons, 
Rene Matte (SC—Champlain) 
also said allegations that 
Radio Canada was loaded 
with separatists should be 
investigated in a parliamen¬ 
tary committee. 

Matte said he did not be¬ 
lieve the charges and that 
they were tinged by bitterness 
of people who did not want 
the Parti Quebecois elected in 
Quebec.

He estimated the 
narcotic was worth $4,000. “It 
wasn’t pure*” he said. “It was 
what we’d call street heroin.” 

Charged along with Richard 
was Anita Pallenberg, 34, de¬

The twx> key figures at The 
Victorian have stepped out of 
“The thrice-weekly newspaper’s 
spotlight in a period of less 
than 24 hours. 

Publisher John Damgaard’s 
surprise announcement to his 
staff Monday night that he 
was turning the reins over to 
general manager Lome 
Whyte was followed. Tuesday 
by the sudden resignation of 
managing editor and colum¬ 
nist Tony Simnett. 

Simnet confirmed Tuesday 
night that he was through as 
managing editor, but said he 
hoped to be able to continue 
his column on a contract 
basis. 

Asked if his resignation was 
connected in any way with 
Damgaard’s decision to ,step 
into the background, he said: 
"Yes, loosely — but it’s not 
entirely that. It’s more than 
that" 


He declined to expand on 
any other reasons he had for 
quitting on the spot. News edi¬ 
tor Ken Hinkins has reported¬ 
ly been named acting manag¬ 
ing editor. He could not be 
reached Tuesday night for 
comment. 

Meanwhile, the real status 
of Damgaard appeared some¬ 
what clouded. He confirmed a 
published report that he was 
retiring as publisher and that 
Whyte would be succeeding 
him, but reliable sources said 
the situation hadn’t really 
reuched this stage. 

‘‘Damgaard still owns the 
paper and still controls it, but 
he’s going to be away most of 
the time now and Whyte is 
going to be in charge,” one 
source said. 

Informants said the publish¬ 
er planned to spend more 
time cruising the Pacific in 
his yacht

and that side."

Funeral services were held 
Tuesday for Arthur Paget, 69, 
at 84(1 Pemberton, Victoria 
who, during a term as provin¬ 
cial deputy minister of water

Rev. John Travis officiated 
at the service at McCall's 
chapel. 

Paget, who retired in 1969 
for health reasons after 22 
years in government service, 


was water rights comptroller 
ffom 1954 to 1964, and was ap¬ 
pointed deputy minister on 
formation of the water re¬ 
sources service in 1962. 

He was chairman of the 
B.C. Pollution Control Board 
until 1968. 

After his resignation, he 
held a consultant’s post with 
the water resources service, 
specializing in duties related 
to Columbia,., River agree¬ 
ments. 

Paget also served on 


various provincial and na¬ 
tional energy and resource 
committees because of his ex¬ 
pertise in dam development. 

Bom in Tuxford, Sask., and 
educated in Edmonton, he 
served with the Royal Canadi¬ 
an Engineers during the Sec¬ 
ond World War. In 1945 he 
was appointed assistant city 
engineer at Vernon. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Norma; three sons, Noel, 
Norris and Neil, and nine 
grandchildren. 


Barrett challenged Premier 
Bennett to resign his seat and 
run in a byelection against 
Barret cm the succession duty 

issue. 

Bennett was not in the 
house to respond to the chal¬ 
lenge. 

Barrett reminded Wolfe of 
the words of former premier 
W. A. C. Bennett "five years 
less 12 days ago today.” when 
Bennett said there would be 
no legislation in B.C. to pro¬ 
tect “the fat cats.” 

“They are not my words," 
Barrett said. "They are the 
words of the former pre¬ 
mier." And he reminded 
Wolfe that during that partic¬ 
ular debate five years ago 
Wolfe had strongly supported 
the succession duty tax legis* 
lation. 

He appealed to the govern¬ 
ment not to repeal the tax. 
"Double the exemptions, tri¬ 
ple the exemptions, quadruple 
the exemptions if you feel you 


musr," he said. **We are not 
seeking the little people." 

Barrett cited one case dur¬ 
ing the past year involving a 
$28 miBion estate. "Those 
poor people," he said. "They 
only had $21 million to take 
home after they had paid 
succession duties."

Fighting Island ‘complacency ’ 


MP launches campaign for Canadian unity

Comox-Albemi MP Hugh 
Anderson embarked this week 
on a campaign he hopes will 
strengthen Confederation and 
change some people’s think¬ 
ing about the inevitability of 
Quebec independence. 

The Liberal backbencher 
chose Port Hardy to outline 
his stand “because of the 
complacency existing on the 
Island and throughout B.C. on 
this most vital issue." 

Anderson urged his audi¬ 
ence of 200 and their friends 


to write him their views on 
the Quebec issue. 

Those supporting his call 
for a “strong and united Can¬ 
ada" would receive Maple 
Leaf lapel pins "so they will 
be easily identifiable as being 
for a Canada with Quebec 
being an integral part." 

Anderson said he would be 
taking his campaign to other 
parts of the Island. 

"I plan on discussing the 
campaign with our B.C. 
members at a meeting in Ot¬ 
tawa later this week, I’m hop¬ 
ing we can embark on a pro¬ 
vince-wide campaign." 

If Anderson receives the 


support he expects, he will 
personally take the letters to 
Quebec Premier Rene Leves- 
que. 

"This is not a one province 
issue,” Anderson said. We, 
the people across Canada, 
have to let Quebecers know 
how we feel abqut them. 

“It’s my gut feeling that the 
majority of Canadians do not 
want to see Quebec become 
independent; they want to see 
a strong, united Canada with 
Quebec as an integral part of 
such a union " 

Anderson sqid before the 
Nov. 15 election which saw 
Levesque’s Parti Quebecois 


elected, he received two types 
of hate mail — Venomous at¬ 
tacks against Quebec and 
hate mail against Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau. 

“Since the election the hate 
mail against Quebec has 
stopped,” Anderson said. 

This he took to be an indica¬ 
tion that Canadians did not 
want to see Quebec separate 
from Canada. 

Anderson described his 
campaign as /‘one man’s 
small contribution to keeping 
Canada intact." 

He said it was essential "we 
let Quebecers know how we 
feel about them” and this was 


his reasoning behind the cam¬ 
paign. 

Admitting that a referen¬ 
dum on Quebec independenc e 
was inevitable, Anderson said 
he expected Levesque would 
do all in his power in the next 
few months to embarrass the 
federal government. 

Anderson said that as an 
elected MP he regarded it as 
his duty to represent all Cana¬ 
dians. "I’m not looking for. 
Liberal party support, I’m 
looking for support of all Ca¬ 
nadians. 

“I’m one person trying to 
prevent the breakup of a 
country I dearly love.”

Allen, a member of the 
city’s recreation commission, 
made the charges Tuesday 
after council received a letter 
from the commission Monday. 

The letter recommended the 


city not enter into a contrac¬ 
tual agreement with the re¬ 
gional district over the Began 
Park complex. Allen also re¬ 
ported to council that the 
commission had decided to 
spend up to $25,000 on a 
master recreation study 
which would include Beban 
Park. 

Allen said he was aware of 
problems at the complex be¬ 
fore he became an alderman 
and since then both he and 
other commissioners have 
been trying to get some an¬ 
swers. 

He said he had seen figures 
which showed the cost of the 
complex originally slated for 
$3.5 million, had effectively 
doubled. And he said opera¬ 
tional costs had risen 300 per 
cent since the complex was 
opened early last year. 

He said recreation commis¬ 
sioners had tried to gain 
access to public information 
regarding such things as 
tenders for the complex and 
architects’ fees but had been 
given the runaround. “One

"If we could get it turned 
around, fine, but if not then 1 
am going to ask for some kind 
of. inquiry.” 

Allen said the problems 
began last summer when 
complex surpervisor Gary 
Baker was fired on five min¬ 
utes notice. He said he had 
had great difficulty finding 
out the reason for the firing 
but said the region district 
settled out of court when 
Baker threatened to sue. 

Since then personnel pro¬ 
blems at the complex had 
been increasing and aquatic 
sujiervisor I^arry Bent re¬ 
signed saying he was not 
happy with the way the com¬ 
plex was being run, Allen 
said. 

The issue was not only that 
there were “horrendous" cost 
overruns of the complex but 
the fact that somebody au- 
. thorized the payment of the 
overruns, he said. 

"I acknowledge that there 
were some unforeseen cost 
escalations. The estimates 
were based on seven-per-cent 
financing and the financing 
took off. 

But< the social centre cost 
100 i>er cent more than the 
original estimate and some¬ 
where along the line decisions 
were made to proceed. I think 
people have a right to know 
who made those decisions and 
why." 

Allen said the commission' 
didn’t want to get into any 
agreement with the region 
district until the matter was 
cleared up. 

Aid. Ray Brookbank, chair¬ 
man of the board's recreation 
committee, was on vacation 
and unavailable for comment. 

Smith said the board pre¬ 
ferred to meet with the com¬ 
mission rather than provide 
written information because 
of the complexities off the 
issue. 

“We were prepared to meet 
with the commission and dis¬ 
cuss the matter openly.

“We also took ideqs 
from other firms, primarily in 
the States, who run such 
courses, and simply from 
what we knew were the con¬ 
cerns of those people who 
face retirement in this day 
and age.’’ 

Millar believes that the pro¬ 
gram is “at least one of the 
earlier ones" in B.C.. and 
certainly one of the most ex¬ 
tensive.

“We want them to think

Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams said Tuesday that as 
far as he was concerned there 
would be no “right-to-work” 
legislation introduced in B.C. 

The minister made the 
statement after a lengthy 
meeting with delegates from 


the B.C. Federation of Labor 
by Len Guy, secretary- 
treasurer. 

In a brief firesented to Wil¬ 
liams, the federation 
expressed fear that the gov¬ 
ernment was moving down an 
anti-labor path, with several 
ministers openly expressing 
hostility to the labor move- 
menu 


“We are seriously con¬ 
cerned that the submissions of 
employers’ groups and the 
•kite-flying* in speeches by the 
premier and other cabinet 
members may lead to rash 
and ill-considered changes in 
labor legislation which could 
cause massive disruption to- 
industrial relations in B.C.,” 
the brief said. 


It urged Williams and the 
government to “reject all of 
the calls for anti-union legisla¬ 
tion,” and went on to list the 
attacks on union shope as the 
worst in many years. 

“The most important point 
we can stress at this time is 
the aboslute necessity of the 
trade union movement fight¬ 
ing in every possible way 


against any attack on the 
union shop,” the brief con¬ 
tinued. “And, as you are un¬ 
doubtedly aware, a carefully 
orchestrated campaign 
against the union shop is 
under way in this province’ in 
support of so-called ‘right-to- 
work’ laws.”

Binding 
award 
try fails 
in house 


A bid to force binding arbi¬ 
tration on the Government 
Employees Relations Bureau 
was frustrated by Legislative 
Speaker Ed Smith on Tues¬ 
day. 

William King (NDP-Revel- 
stoke-Slocan) had called for 
emergency debate on labor- 
management problems be¬ 
tween 2,600 provincial nurses 
and the bureau. 

The nurses, employed in 
various fields and capacities 
by the government, have 
expressed willingness to ac¬ 
cept binding arbitration, but 
the bureau has rejected that 
offer and has also stated 
through negotiator M. H. Da¬ 
vison that it does not believe 
in binding awards. 

Under existing law's, bind¬ 
ing arbitration can only be ac¬ 
cepted if requested and 
agreed to by both parties in 
dispute. 

King submitted a motion 
moved by opposition leader 
David Barrett and seconded 
by himself, which asked the 
Legislature to “instruct the 
Government Employees Rela¬ 
tions Bureau to agree to the 
Public Service Nurses request 
to submit the issues involved 
in the 72-hour strike notice 
to binding arbitration.” 

Smith first ruled that as the 
matter came under routine 
administration by law' the mo¬ 
tion was improper. He then 
promised a more detailed rul¬ 
ing. 

Smith later ruled against 
debate. 

King argued that the matter 
was “not within the normal 
scope of the law because the 
minister has no power to in¬ 
tervene under current stat¬ 
utes." He said, however, that 
the Legislature in session 
could order the bureau to sub¬ 
mit to binding arbitration and 
end the strike threat. 

Outside the Legislature, 
King and Scott Wallace (PC- 
Oak Bay) were sharply criti¬ 
cal of the bureau’s negotiating 
tactics. 

“They have bargained in 
bad faith from the start,”

Disabled vets may get 
big boost in pensions 


OTTAWA (CP) — Veterans 
Affairs Minister Dan Mac¬ 
Donald is conducting a review 
that could lead to substantial 
pension increases for the 
140,000 wholly-or partially- 
disabled veterans receiving 
pensions. 

The minister said in the 
Commons Tuesday that the 
review is aimed at seeing if 
the pensions can be increased 
to make up for the increase in 
the cost of living since 1972 
when they were lawt changed. 

The minister, who has been 
away from the Commons for 
a mcr-th, was responding to 
Jack Marshall (PC—Humber- 
St. Georges-St. Barbel and 


Stanley Knowles (NDP-Win- 
ni|>eg North Centre). 

It is estimated that if the 
pensions were increased as 
suggested, it would cost be¬ 
tween $30 million and $35 mil¬ 
lion a year. 

That would mean that a vet¬ 
eran receiving a 100-per-cent 
disability pension would re¬ 
ceive an increase of $500 a 
year. 

The pension is based on the 
net income of a composite 
group of public servants se¬ 
lected by the pension commis¬ 
sion. 

In 1972. the government 
brought 100-per-cent disability 
pensions to the level of the 
composite group at the time 


and promised to review the 
pensions in the future. 

Knowles said the comjxis- 
ite gix>up now is $500 a year 
ahead of the 100-per-cent pen¬ 
sioners. Veterans with less 
than 100-per-cent disability re¬ 
ceive proportionately less 
pension. 

MacDonald also said he is 
reviewing a pension for 
widows of veterans who have 
received less than 48-per-cent 
disability' pensions. 

The widows of recipients csf 
49-per-cent pensions or better 
now receive a widows pen¬ 
sion. But widows of recipients 
of less than 48-per-cent dis¬ 
ability pensions get nothing. If 
they are in need, they must 
go on welfare.

Inflation 
fan off 
schedule 


OTTAWA (CP) — Finance 
Minister Donald Macdonald 
said Tuesday the government 
would pot achieve its six-per¬ 
cent target for inflation until 
about the second anniversary 
of wage-and-price controls in 
October. 

Macdonald said at a Com- 
m o n s finance committee 
meeting that rising consumer 
prices for some goods, such 
as food imported from the 
U.S., will hamper the pro¬ 
gram. 

“We’re going to see some 
squeezing of increases in real 
net income,” Macdonald said. 
He added that he hoped 
workers would restrain de¬ 
mands so that domestic "pro¬ 
ducers could meet competi¬ 
tion from abroad. 

Inflation levels measured 
by Statistics Canada’s con¬ 
sumer price index for the 
12-month periods up to last 
November and December 
w-ere 5.6 per cent and 5.8 per 
cent respectively but in Jan¬ 
uary the 12-month rate rose to 
6.1 per cent. 

November’s was the lowest 
figure since late 1972. 

A survey released Monday 
by the anti-inflation board 
showed food prices on Feb. 18 
were up 2.2 per ccent above 
February, 1976, levels, chiefly 
due to higher prices for fresh 
produce from the U.S. and 
coffee.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — At¬ 
lantic Richfield Co. and Trans 
Mountain Pipeline Ltd. have 
agreed to use Arco docks in 
Washington state and Trans 
Mountain Canadian pipelines 
to move crude oil to refineries 
in the north central states. 

Crude oil brought by tanker 
from Alaska and other places 
through Juan de Fuca Strait 
would be unloaded at Arco’s 
dock at Cherry Point, Wash., 
and moved through Trans 
Mountain pipelines in Alberta 
to refineries in northern 
states. 

The project should cost $125 
million, Arco officiate say. 

Trans Mountain has been 
transporting oil from Alberta 
and northern British Colum¬ 
bia westward to the state of 
Washington.

Rhodes said in a telephone in¬ 
terview. "His whole body is 
freezing cold. His whole body 
is white.

Rhodes, crying and his 
voice cracking, said the respi¬ 
rator that kept Jeddie’s heart 
pumping slowly eating the 


child away and erasing any 
chance for a proper funeral. 

A surgeon rejected 
Rhodes’s request Monday to 
remove the boy from the res¬ 
pirator. A spokesman for 
Mercy Hospital here called 
the decision "clearly a profes¬ 
sional judgment.” 

Dr. Samuel Mackall and Dr. 
Victor Ambruso, both of 
whom have treated the boy, 
were not available for com¬ 
ment Monday night. Their 
answering service said nei¬ 
ther could be reached. 

Jeddie has been uncon¬ 
scious and in critical condi¬ 
tion with neck, spine and in¬ 
ternal injuries since he was 


admitted last Thursday, a 
nursing supervisor said. 

Rhodes, a 27-year-old me¬ 
chanic, and his wife, Denise, 
20 , have been at the hospital 
since then. 

"Since the day he was ad¬ 
mitted, the doctor said there 
was no chance,” Rhodes said. 
"I know his brain is dead. His 
whole head is dead.”

Six apartheid rules 


WASHINGTON (ReuterV - 
Some of the largest American 
companies operating in South 
Africa have presented the 
government there with a list 
of working conditions they 
plan to implement in that 
country. 

A statement of six operating 
principles, signed by 11 large 
U.S. companies, was present¬ 
ed to South African Ambas¬ 
sador Roelof Botha at a meet¬ 
ing here Monday. 

The meeting was sought by 
three representatives of the 11 
companies — John Murphy, 
General Motors chairman; 
Rev. Leon Sullivan, a min¬ 
ister in die Zion Baptist 
Church; and a director of 
General Motors; and Frank 
Caty, International Business 
Machines (IBM) chairman. 

The other signatories are 
American Cyanamid, Interna¬ 
tional Harvester. Ford, Cal- 
tex; Union Carbide, Citicorp, 
Otis Elevator. Minnesota Min¬ 
ing and Manufacturing and 
Mobil Corp. 


A spokesman for the South 
African Embassy said Tues¬ 
day the proposals were dis¬ 
cussed in a friendly atmo¬ 
sphere and the amabasador 
has promised to convey them 
to the South African govern¬ 
ment. 

The spokesman, Carl 
Noffke, said the three repre¬ 
sentatives have said they in¬ 
tend to approach other U.S 
corporations doing business in 
South Africa to go along with 
the six principles. 

Although the principles 
seem to be directly aimed at 
South Africa's segregationist 
apartheid laws, the embassy 
spokesman added: “I don’t 
think these six principles 
should really present any 
great problem to the South 
African government. 

“In fact, many of these 
principles have already been 
introduced both by the U.S. 
firms and South African com¬ 
panies. Some of these compa¬ 
nies have already been re¬ 
sponsible for considerable 


changes and improvements." 

He said the principles were: 

• Non-segregation of the 
races in all eating, comfort 
and work facilities.

PWA chief: 

Little chance 
of takeover 


Pacific Western Airlines 
currently is not moving to¬ 
ward a takeover of the Win¬ 
nipeg-based Transair Ltd., 
Rhys Eyton, PWA president 
said Tuesday in Vancouver. 

Eyton said his company 
was “not closing the door" on 
the possibility of a merger, 
but didn’t think PWA needed 
any more “political con¬ 
troversy” at this time. 

The Supreme Cburt of Cana¬ 
da recently ruled in favor of 
the Alberta government being 
owner of the airline in a con¬ 
troversy with the federal gov¬ 
ernment about the legality of 
ownership. 

Eyton stressed that if PWA 
did take over Transair his 
company “has no aspera- 


tionS" to become a trunk car¬ 
rier and compete with Air 
Canada and CP Airr. 

Eyton noted there was 
sense to a possible merger 
because both companies are 
regional carriers and there is 
much duplication of equip¬ 
ment and other facilities be¬ 
tween the two, particularly in 
the north. 

However, he said that he 
was “not optimistic" about 
any such takeover and added 
that he knew of two other 
companies that have been ap¬ 
proached by Transair. 

Eyton said that Transair 
w as. a good company with 
good management and all it 
needed was a "little help’’ to 
get over a bad economic 
period. 


OTTAWA (CP) — The gov¬ 
ernment has been urged by 
associations representing law¬ 
yers and accountants to take 
into account inflation when 
measuring business and prop¬ 
erty income for tax purposes. 

The Canadian Bar Associa¬ 
tion and the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute of Chartered Accountants 
say tax is now being paid on 
purely inflationary profits. 

The two groups made a pre¬ 
sentation to Finance Minister 
Donald Macdonald and Reve¬ 
nue Minister Monique Begin 
last week but only released 
the brief Monday. 

The brief welcomes In¬ 
creases in the amount of con¬ 
tributions f to various deferred 
tax plans and the indexing of 
personal exemptions and tax 
brackets for individuals. 

“The measurement of busi¬ 
ness income and property in¬ 
come for tax purposes, how¬ 
ever, continues as if inflation 
were non-existent. 

“Tax is being paid on pure¬ 
ly inflationary profits, and 
cash resources needed to pay 
for higher inventory and capi¬ 
tal replacement costs are 
being used to pay the tax on 
these illusory profits,” the 
brief says. 

“The establishment of a 
generally accepted method of 
accounting for Inflation may 
take considerable time and in 
our view relief in the tax sys¬ 
tem should not wait for this 
to happen.” 

The association’s said that 
until appropriate accounting 
procedures are worked out, in¬ 
terim measures could be used 
that would assist in preserv¬ 
ing investment capital. 

The two groups also called 
for simplification of tax laws.

Defence-lawyer Derek Brin- 
dle said his client admitted 
contemplating the crime the 
day before but said that 
Smith did not intend to give 
the impression, nor did he 
ever consider the use, of a 
weapon.

MP launches campaign for Canadian

Comox-Albemi MP Hugh 
Anderson embarked this week 
on a campaign he hopes will 
strengthen Confederation and 
change some people’s think¬ 
ing about the inevitability of 
Quebec independence. 

The Liberal backbencher 
chose Port Hardy to outline 
his stand “because of the 
complacency existing on the 
Island and throughout B.C. on 
this most vital issue.” 

Anderson urged his audi¬ 
ence of 200 and their friends 




to write him their views on 
the Quebec issue. 

Those supporting his call 
for a “strong and united Can¬ 
ada” would receive Maple 
Leaf lapel pins “so they will 
be easily identifiable as being 
for a Canada with Quebec- 
being an integral part." 

Anderson said he would be 
taking his campaign to other 
parts of the Island. 

“I plan on discussing the 
campaign with our B.C. 
members at a meeting in Ot¬ 
tawa later this week, I’m hop¬ 
ing we can embark on a pro¬ 
vince-wide campaign.” 

If Anderson receives the 




support he expects, he will 
personally take the letters to 
Quebec Premier Rene Leves¬ 
que. 

“This is not a one province 
issue,” Anderson said. We, 
the people across Canadu. 
have to let Quebecers know - 
how we feel about them. 

"It’s my gut feeling that the 
majority of Canadians do not 
want to see Quebec become 
independent; they want to see 
a strong, united Canada with 
Quebec as an integral part of 
such a union ” 

Anderson said before the 
Nov. 15 election which saw 
Levesque’s Parti Quebec ois 




elected, he received two types 
of hate mail — Venomous at¬ 
tacks against Quebec and 
hate mail against Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau. 

“Since the election the hate 
mail against Quebec has 
stopped,” Anderson said. * 

This he took to be an indfcfl=—' 
tion that Canadians did not 
want to see Quebec separate 
from Canada. 

Anderson described his 
campaign as “one man’s 
small contribution to keeping 
Canada intact.” 

He said it was essential “we 
let Quebecers know how w-e 
feel about them” and this .was 


his reasoning behind the cam¬ 
paign. 

Admitting that a referen¬ 
dum on Quebec independence 
was inevitable, Anderson said 
he expected Levesque would 
do all in his power in the next 
few months to embarrass the 
federal government. 

Anderson said that as an 
elected MP he regarded it as 
his duty to represent all Cana¬ 
dians. ‘Tm not looking for 
Liberal party support, Tm 
looking for support of all Ca¬ 
nadians. 

“I’m one person trying to 
prevent the breakup of a 
country I dearly love.”

NANAIMO — Aid. Nelson 
Allfcn has accused the Nanai¬ 
mo Region Board “of a delib¬ 
erate coverup” of cost over¬ 
runs and othbr problems at 
the controversial recreation 
complex at Beban Park and 
says lie may call an inquiry 
into the whole affir. 

He also accused fellow al¬ 
dermen of “burying” prob¬ 
lems at the complex until 
after the civio election last 
November. Allen was elected 
l y tlie first time in that elec¬ 
tion. 

But region board chairman 
Paul Smith said Allen’s 
charges were “rubbish” and 
said the alderman was “irre- 
sflpnsible” for making them 
t <r the press rather than the 
board. 

Alien, a member of the 
city’s recreation commission, 
made the charges Tuesday 
after council received a letter 
lrom the commission Monday. 

The letter recommended the 


city not enter into a contrac¬ 
tual agreement with the re¬ 
gional district over the Began 
Park complex. Allen also re¬ 
ported to council that the 
commission had decided to 
spend up to $25,000 on a 
master recreation study 
which would include Beban 
Park. 

Allen said he was aware of 
problems at the complex be¬ 
fore he becarqe an alderman 
and since then both he find 
other commissioners have 
been trying to get some an¬ 
swers. 

He said he had seen figures 
which showed the cost of the 
complex originally slatetfHor 
$3.5 million, had effectively 
doubled. And he said opera¬ 
tional costs had risen 300 per 
cent since the complex was 
opened early last year. 

He said recreation commis¬ 
sioners had tried to gain 
access to public Information 
regarding such things as 
tenders lor the complex and 
architects’ fees fwt had been 
given the runaround. “One

“If w'e could get it turned 
around, fine, but if not then 1 
am going to ask for some kind 
of inquiry.” 

Allen said the problems 
began last summer when 
complex surpervisor Gary 
Baker was fired on five min¬ 
utes notice. He said he had 
had great difficulty finding 
out the reason for the firing 
but said the region district 
settled out of court when 
Baker threatened to sue. 

Since then personnel pro¬ 
blems at the complex had 
been increasing and aquatic 
supervisor Larry Bent re¬ 
signed saying he was not 
happy with the way the com¬ 
plex was being run, Allen 
said. 

The issue was not only that 
there were “horrendous” cost 
overruns of the complex but 
the fact that somebody au¬ 
thorized the payment of the 
overruns, he said. 

“I acknowledge that there 
were some unforeseen cost 
escalations. The estimates 
were based on seven-per-cent 
financing and the financing 
took off. 

But the social centre cost 
100 per cent more than the 
original estimate and some¬ 
where along the line decisions 
were made to proceed. I think 
people have a right to know 
who made those decisions and 
why.** 

Allen said the commission 
didn’t want to get into any 
agreement with the region 
district until the matter was 
cleared up. 

Aid. Ray Brookbank, chair¬ 
man of the board’s recreation 
committee, was on vacation 
and unavailable for comment.

source of income. 

With expenses for the orga¬ 
nization running at about 
$50,000 a month and produc¬ 
tion of a monthly consumer 
magazine incurring a deficit, 
she said the situation is des¬ 
perate. 

Formed in 1947 as a non- 
j>rofit group of volunteers 
from across Canada, the CAC 
now numbers 80,000 members. 

“We’re basically a pressure 
group for consumer interests 
and are just as important as a 
political party,” Ms. Brisbois 
said.

B.C.’s year-end surplus $114.4 million

The provincial government 
had a surplus of $114.4 million 
at year-end and should end 
the financial year March 31 in 
a better than break-even posi¬ 
tion. 

But New Democratic Party 
financial critie David Stupieh 
said Tuesday the figures re¬ 
leased in the third quarterly 
financial statement were a lit¬ 
tle deceiving. 


‘‘The actual budgetary sur¬ 
plus at year-end was $34.7 
million/’ Stuplch said. “The 
balance making up the $114.4 
million came from such 
things as government acquisi¬ 
tion of special funds, the sale 
of ferries, etc. When you re¬ 
member that $82 million has 
been spent so far this year in 
special warrant*. I think most 
of the surplus will have disap¬ 
peared by the end of March.” 

In the financial report, Fi¬ 
nance Minister Evan Wolfe 


lists the various surpluses, 
but as separate items. Budge¬ 
tary surplus as of Dec. 31 — 
$34.7 million; nonbudgetary 
revenue from the recapture of 
special-purpose funds — $29.7 
million; extraordinary reve¬ 
nue from the sale-lease-back 
deal on the ferries — $48.4 
million. 

Stupieh had grudging praise 
for the financial statement. 

“Actually, they haven’t 
done a bad thing,” he said. 
“They have come within two 


per oent on revenues and four 
per cent on expenditures.” 

Having said that, he quickly 
noted that the best aspect of 
the quarterly financial sta¬ 
tement lay in the performance 
of the crown corporations es¬ 
tablished by the NDP. 

“Together, the 10 crown 
corporations contributed $215 
million in the first nine 
months, and a simple projec¬ 
tion indicates they will have 
contributed $267 million by 
the time the fiscal year 


ends," Stupieh said. 

“Just as they were shown to 
be in the first two quarterly 
reports, the crown corpora¬ 
tions are doing quite well.” 

The B.C. Cellulose Company 
earned $1,674,000 over expen¬ 
ditures; the B.C. Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, $352,000; 
B.C. Harbors Board, 
$1,704,000 ; B.C. Hydro, 
$4,508,000; B.C. Petroleum 
Corporation $30,183,000; Hous¬ 
ing Corporation of B.C. 
$1,271,000; ICBC showed a 


net surplus of $66,063,000 in 
the automobile insurance fund 
and $613,000 in the general in¬ 
surance operation; Kootenay 
Forest Products, $530,000; Li¬ 
quor Administration Branch, 
$129,594,000; Ocean Falls, 
$1,233,000; Panco Poultry, 
$673,000; Plateau Mills, 
$2,005,000. 

Losers among the govern¬ 
ment operations were B.C. 
Ferries, with a loss of 
$6,414,000, more than $10 mil¬ 
lion less than the $16.9 million 


deficit in 1975; B.C. Railway, 
with a loss to year-end of 
$53,245)000, compared with 
losses of $45,871,000 In the 
same period the year before; 
the B.C Steamship Company, 
$1,074,000, and the Medical 
Services Plan, $1,382,000 in 
eaU^ditures over revenues. 

Liberal leader Gordon Gib¬ 
son (North Vancouver 
Capilano) had little praise for 
the quarterly statement, and 
was critical of the ICBC nine- 
month balance sheet.

Cabinet committee hearings 
on the Revelstoke Dam will 
be closed to the press and 

public. 

Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee established to hear ap¬ 
peals from groups protesting 
construction of the billion dol¬ 
lar B.C Hydro project, told 
the Legislature Tuesday it 
was standard procedure for 


discussions dealing with cabi¬ 
net material to be held in 
camera. 

William King (NDP—Revel- 
stoke-Slocan) who introduced 
the topic during question 
period, challenged the min¬ 
ister’s interpretation. 

“I chaired many cabinet 
committee hearings and they 
were open to the public,” 
King said outside the house. 


IN THE LEGISLATURE 


This (narks a dangerous pre¬ 
cedence for a dangerous prac¬ 
tice. 

“It is a shift in policy to be 
viewed with alarm. It flies in 
the face of natural justice." 

King said he was shocked 
and appalled that on a matter 
as sensitive as the Revelstoke 
dam all appeals would be held 
behind closed doors. 

The chief concern of objec¬ 
tors to the project centres on 
an unstable land-mass area 
known as the Downie Slide. It 
is claimed that a landslide in 


that area would touch off a 
tidal wave in the dam reser¬ 
voir large enough to breach 
the dam. 

King told the Legislature 
last week that if that hap-' 
pened, 14 dams , between Re¬ 
velstoke and the U.S. would 
also be breached by the grow¬ 
ing wave of water and could 
result in "the greatest disas¬ 
ter in the world.” 

Engineerings experts claim 
the Downie Slide area safe 
and provincial Water Comp¬ 
troller Howard DeBeck has 


stated he's reasonably sat¬ 
isfied with the engineering 
reports. 

As a safeguard, however, he 
has ordered further evidence 
to be produced before full 
construction starts. 

Gary Gallon, spokesman for 
SPEC, said Monday he was 
concerned because even be¬ 
fore the hearings get under 
way the camp for construc¬ 
tion workers is being built 
and contracts are being let 
for the re-location of roads in 
the area. 


In the Legislature Tuesday, 
Williams was blunt in his re¬ 
jection of open metings. 

Alex Macdonald (NDP— 
Vancouver East) asked if Wil¬ 
liams didn’t think it "against 
natural justice to bar the pub¬ 
lic and the press.” / 

“No,” Williams answered. 

“Are you saying the press 
will be barred?” King 
asked. 

"Yes,” Williams replied. 

"I think it’s time you let 
some sunshine in/’ King 
snapped.

“The nine^month, $66- 
million surplus before safe

OTTAWA (CP) — The Ca¬ 
nadian Radio-television Tele¬ 
communications Commission 
should monitor broadcasts by 
Radio Canada to determine 
whether the CBCs French 
service has a separatist bias, 
the Commons was told Tues¬ 
day.

McGrath noted that CRTC 
chairman Harry Boyle said 
that no complaints about a 
separatist bias in Radio Cana¬ 
da broadcasting had been re¬ 
ceived by the federal agency 
responsible- for licensing com¬ 
munications outlets. 

However, McGrath noted 
that the CRTC investigated 
complaints several months 


ago about Montreal radio sta¬ 
tion CPCFs coverage of Bill 
22 , the controversial lan¬ 
guage policy introduced by 
the former Liberal Quebec 
government. 

The CRTC said the station’s 
right to freedom of expression 
must not supersede fie pub¬ 
lic’s right to balanced pro¬ 
gramming with ‘'differing 
views on matters of public 
concern.” 


It said broadcaster’s have a 
duty "to cover controversial 
issues of public importance 
fairly by providing an oppor¬ 
tunity for the presentation of 
contrasting points of view.”

Guitarist faces 
drug charges 


TORONTO (UPI) — Keith 
Richard, lead guitarist for 
The Rolling Stones, is free on 
SI,000 bail pending a court ap¬ 
pearance March 8 on charges 
of possession of heroin for the 
purpose of trafficking. 

Richard, 33, an original 
member of the popular Brit¬ 
ish rock group, could be sen¬ 
tenced to life imprisonment if 
convicted on the charge. 

Richard was arrested by 
the IRCMP after a raid on The 
Harbour Castle Hotel, where 
members of the Stones had 
rented 20 rooms under as¬ 
sumed names. They were re¬ 
cording an album at a Toron¬ 
to studio. 

ROMP drug unit spokesman 
Ron Belanger said about an 
ounce of heroin was seized in 
the raid. He estimated the 
narcotic was worth $4,000. "It 
wasn’t pore," he said. "It was 
what we’d cal! ‘street heroin.” 

Charged along with Richard 
was Anita Pallenberg, 34, de¬ 
scribed as his steady girl¬ 


friend for the past six or 
seven years. She was charged 
with possession of heroin and 
will appear In provincial court 
in Brampton, Ont., March 3. 

She was released on her 
promise to appear in court. 

Miss Pallenberg had also 
been arrested last Thursday 
at Toronto International Air¬ 
port and charged with posses¬ 
sion of hashish, a marijuana 
derivative. At the time of her 
arrest, police said, a black¬ 
ened spoon was confiscated 
for analysis. 

Belanger said it was the re¬ 
sults of the laboratory tests 
which sparked the RGMP raid 
on the Stones’ hotel rooms. 

A spokesman for the group, 
press agent Paul Wasserman, 
said the Stones would stay in

Two Nanaimo herring fi¬ 
shermen were airlifted to Vic¬ 
toria Monday after an explo¬ 
sion and fire destroyed the 
36-foot gillnetter San Pedro. 

Skipper Sven Royle, 26, was 
treated for shock and minor 
bums to his hands at Victoria 
General Hospital. Crewman 
John Halmgrin, 25, was not 
injured. 

Royle, blovyn into the water 
off Port Renfrew, said he was 
lifting a hatch when the explo¬ 
sion occurred. 

"I was thrown into The 
water, swam around for a few 
seconds before John threw me 
a lifejacket.” 

Halmgrin launched the 
boat’s dinghy and picked up 
his companion. 

Within minutes they were 
picked up by another fishing 
vessel, then transferred to the 
coast guard cutter Rider. A 
Labrador helicopter based at 
Tofino for the month-long her¬ 
ring roe season lifted the two 
fishermen off the cutter and 
brought them to hospital. 


‘‘Nothing like this has ever 
happened to me before,” he 
said. 

It was Halmgrin's first her¬ 
ring season. He could not be 
reached for comment.

Coast tanker routes'top of trouble list 


West Coast oil tanker routes 
are expected to be the top 
item of d5scussion during 
three-day Canada-United 
States Inter-parliamentary 
group meetings scheduled for 
May 27-29 in Victoria. 

It will be the first time the 
annual meeting has been held 
in Victoria, according to Es- 
quimalt-Saanich MP Donald 
Munro who, as a public ser¬ 


vant, was secretary to the in¬ 
augural meetings in 1960. 

The group is made up of 
U.S. senators and congress¬ 
men along with Canadian sen¬ 
ators and MPs. 

Munro expected that he and 
Victoria MP Allan McKinnon 
would be a part of the three- 
party Canadian delegation at 
the talks. 

He described the meetings 
as “a clearing house” for 


problems existing between the 
two nations. The meetings 
will all be in camera. 

Other expected topics of dis¬ 
cussion, according to’Munro, 
are the Mackenzie Valley 
pipeline and the Garrison 
Dam projects. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
agreed in Washington, D.C., 
Monday to review a Washing¬ 
ton state law limiting the size 


of oil tankers on Puget Sound 
and other inland waters. 

The justices said they wxmld 
study a ruling by a three- 
judge federal court in Seattle 
that the state law is pre-empt¬ 
ed by federal statutes and 
presents an undue burden on 
interstate commerce. 

Governor Dixy Lee Ray and 
other state officials asked the 
supreme court to reverse that 
decision to protect scenic 


Puget Sound, described as a 
‘‘resource of priceless value.” 

Atlantic Richfield Co., 
which owns and operates an 
oil refinery at Cherry Point 
on the sound, and Seatrain 
Lines, Inc., a shipbuilding and 
ship operating firm, success¬ 
fully sued the state in a chal¬ 
lenge of the 1975 law. 

The three-judge committee 
struck down the law last No¬ 
vember# but state officials 


won permission from the su¬ 
preme court to continue en¬ 
forcing it pending the state’s 
appeal. 

The state law bans all su¬ 
pertankers carrying more 
than 125,000 deadweight tons 
from the sound and requires 
those between 40,000 and 
125,000 deadweight tons to be 
accompanied by a tugboat es¬ 
cort or be equipped with spe¬ 
cial safety features.

Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams said Tuesday that as 
far as he was concerned there 
would be no “right-to-work” 
legislation introduced in B.C. 

The minister made the 
statement after a lengthy 
meeting with delegates from 


the B.C. Federation of Labor 
led by Len Guy, secretary- 
treasurer. 

In a brief presented to Wil¬ 
liams, the federation 
expressed fear that the gov¬ 
ernment was moving down an 
anti-labor path, with several 
ministers openly expressing 
hostility to the labor move¬ 
ment. 


"We are seriously con¬ 
cerned that the submissions of 
employers' groups and the 
‘kite-flying’ in speeches by the 
premier and other cabinet 
members may lead to rash 
and ill-considered changes in 
labor legislation which could 
cause massive disruption to 
industrial relations in B.C.,” 
the brief said. 


It urged Williams and the 
government to “reject all of 
the calls for anti-unioir legisla¬ 
tion,” and went on to list the 
attacks on union shops as the 
wprst in many years. 

“The most important point 
we can stress at this time is 
the aboslute necessity of the 
trade union movement fight¬ 
ing in every possible way 


against any attack on the 
union shop,” the brief con¬ 
tinued. "And, as you are un¬ 
doubtedly aware, a carefully 
orchestrated campaign 
against the union shop is 
under way in this province in 
support of so-called ‘right-to- 
work' laws.” 

After the meeting, Guy said 
he was relatively happy with 


the reception. “I think we got 
our views across," he said. 

For his part, Williams re¬ 
peated what he told the right- 
to-work faction in the Social 
Credit party at last year's an¬ 
nual convention — that he, 
personally, was against such 
legislation.

A bid to force binding arbi¬ 
tration on the Government 
Employees Relations Bureau 
was frustrated by Legislative 
Speaker Ed Smith on Tues¬ 
day. 

William King (NDP-Revel- 
stoke-Slocan) had called for 
emergency debate on labor- 
management problems be¬ 
tween 2,600 provincial nurses 
and the bureau. 

The nurses, employed in 
various fields and capacities 
by the government, have 
expressed willingness to ac¬ 
cept binding arbitration, but 
the bureau has rejected that 
offer and has also stated 
through negotiator M. H. Da¬ 
vison that it does not believe 
in binding awards. 

Under existing law's, bind¬ 
ing arbitration can only be ac¬ 
cepted if requested and 
agreed to by both parties in 
dispute. 

King submitted a motion 
moved by opposition leader 
David Barrett and seconded 
by himself, which asked the 
legislature to “instruct the 
Government Employees Rela¬ 
tions Bureau to agree to the 
Public Service Nurses request 
to submit the issues involved 
in the 72-hour strike' notice 
to binding arbitration.” 

Smith first ruled that as the 
matter came under routine 
administration by law the mo¬ 
tion was improper. He then 
promised a more detailed rul¬ 
ing. 

Smith later ruled against 
debate. 

King argue’d that the matter, 
w'as “not within the normal 
scope of the law because the 
minister has no power to in¬ 
tervene under current stat¬ 
utes." He said, however, that 
the Legislature In session 
could order the bureau to sub¬ 
mit to binding arbitration and 
end the strike threat. 

Outside the Legislature. 
King and Scott Wallace (PC- 
Oak Bay) were sharply criti¬ 
cal of the bureau's negotiating 
tactics. 

“They have bargained in 
bad faith from the start.” 
King said. “It’s a clear exam¬ 
ple of bad faith bargaining. In 
effect they are defying the 
nurses to strike.

Walter Vincinelly. commis¬ 
sioner of deep mine safety for 
the department of environ¬ 
mental resources, led an in¬ 
spection team into the mine 
after the first rescue attempt 
was halted by the debris. 

“The water came through 
with a tremendous force.*’ he 
said. “Those timbers came a 
whistling.” ^ 

“It could take a few hours

*tp clear away the debris. 
There is still hope.”

and promised to review the 
pensions in the future. 

Knowles said the compos¬ 
ite group npw is $500 a year 
ahead of the 100-percent j>en- 
sioners. Veterans with less 
than 100-per-cent disability re¬ 
ceive proportionately less 
pension. 

MacDonald also said he is 
reviewing a pension for 
widows of veterans who have 
received less than 48-per-cent 
disability pensions. 

The widow's of recipients of 
48-per-cent pensions or better 
now receive a widows pen¬ 
sion. But widows of recipients 
of less than 48-per-cent dis¬ 
ability pensions get nothing. If 
they are in need, they must 
go on welfare.

LOS ANGELES (API - At¬ 
lantic Richfield Co. and Trans 
Mountain Pipeline Ltd. have 
agreed to use Arco docks in 
Washington state and Trans 
’Mountain Canadian pipelines 
to move crude oil to refineries 
in the north central states. 

Crude oil brought by tanker 
from Alaska and other places 
through Juan de Fuca Strait 
would be unloaded at Arco’s 
dock at Cherry Point, Wash., 
and moved through Trans 
Mountain pipelines in Alberta 
to refineries in northern 
states.

The amount of sulphur and 
other Impurities in the crude 
determines its sweetness. 


Thus, there is comparatively 
little sulphur in the Alberta 
crude compared with that 
from other sources.

‘‘There may be some 
deaths, and buildings may be 
damaged, with chimneys, 
signs and facades falling 
down, but building construc¬ 
tion' around here is more 
earthquake resistant than in 
many other countries.” 

That is not so much by de¬ 
sign as by coincidence, and 
an imporatnt coincidence, 
considering that Vancouver 
Island is Canada’s most ac¬ 
tive seismic area. 

WOOD-FRAME buildings, 
such as most residences in 
B.C.. have an inherent flexi¬ 
bility which enables them to 
absorb sizable shocks without 
collapsing. Modem building 
codes require extensive steel 
reinforcement in concrete and 
masonry structures. 

In Guatemala, unreinforced 
adobe structures crumbled 
like dust at the first shock, 
crushing their inhabitants. 
But in B.C.. the greatest 
danger is likely to come from 
lengthy and serious disruption 
of telephone and power ser- 
vices, and slides over 
railroads and highways, 
Rogers says. 

He adds that in most cases

BY STUDYING records for 
this century, it appears that, 
an earthquake of magnitude 6 
on the Richter scale occurs 
every 11 years on the 
average, and an earthquake 
of magnitude 7 occurs about 
every 50 years. 


The last major quake to 
shake this area was one 
centred in Puget Sound in 
1965, in which several deaths 
occurred. There was a quake 
in 1957, and a magnitude 7 
quake in 1943 which resulted 
in one death but relatively lit¬ 
tle other damage, because 
there was not much to dam¬ 
age in Courtenay, where the 
quake was centered. 

Another way to measure the 
likelihood of a quake is to 
measure the stress released 
by previous quakes. Plotted 
cumulatively, against the 
time between quakes, tliis 
graph shows how much stress 
is being released over a given 
time, on the average, and that 
graph now shows an ominous 
gap between the predicted 
stress which has built up, and 
the last time it was released.

THE ISLAND Itself, accord¬ 
ing to this theory, sits on a 
plate which is riding on top of 
another plate, at a subduction 
boundary. This second plate is 
being driven under the first 
by a spreading boundary far¬ 
ther out in the ocean, 
make things more complicat¬ 
ed, the other side of thi6 
spreading boundary meets the 
first plate at a point north of 
Vancouver Island, forming a 
transform boundary which ex¬ 
tends past the Queen Char¬ 
lottes. 

“It’s a very complex area, 
with a diversity of forces at 
work,” Rogers says, and 
much work remains to be 
done before earthquake pre¬ 
diction becomes a possibility 
here.

THESE ABE only statis¬ 
tical methods, and they suffer 
front being collected only over 
a relatively short period of 
time, and until the last few 
years with only very primi¬ 
tive measuring devices. 

Only in 1970 did the Univer¬ 
sity of Washington set up a 
network of seismometers in 
Washington state, and the 
basic minimum of four mea¬ 
suring devices needed to plot 
the epicenter and depth of 
earthquakes was not es¬ 
tablished in southwestern 
B.C. until 1974. 

"We only have good data 
from the last few years, and 
it will take 10 to 15 yeprs 
before we begin to understand 
what is going on,” Rogers 
says. 

Complicating the picture 
are two main factors: Earth¬ 
quakes in the "continental” 
zone, in which Vancouver Is¬ 
land is located, tend to be 
deep in the earth; and the 
zone has a complicated geolo¬ 
gy that makes any easy ex¬ 
planations suspect. 

UNLIKE California earth¬ 
quakes, which are so shallow 
that the faultline often rup¬ 
tures the surface, Vancouver 
Island’s quakes usually occur 
well underground. The magni¬ 
tude 5 quake that shook this 
area in May, 1976, for in¬ 
stance, was estimated to be 60 
kilometers down. 

Because of their depth, they 
do less damage, but at the 
same time are much harder 
to study. “In California, they 
can set up measuring devices 
on either side of the fault and 
watch the mountains chug by, 
so to speak,” Rogers says. 
Scientists here must resort to 
less direct methods, such as 
measurement of magnetic 
fields, or changes in the force 
of gravity which might in¬ 
dicate uplifts, and not enough 
“baseline” data has been 
gathered on these to $pake 
them valuable yet. 

What makes Vancouver Is¬ 
land such an active earth¬ 
quake area, scientists believe, 
is the usual “plate tec¬ 
tonics” status of the area. 

P^ATE TECTONICS is the 
name of a theory in geology 
which says the planet is made 
up of a variety of large plates 
moving slowly in relation to 
each other. The first evidence 
for this theory w^as gathered 
in the 1960s off the coast of 
Vancouver Island where a 
“spreading” boundary ap¬ 
pears to lie. This is a bounda¬ 
ry where two plates are mov¬ 
ing away from each other) 
with new material from un¬ 
derneath the plates coming up 
to the surface. 

A seepnd type of boundary 
•is the “transform” boundary, 
where two plates slide past 
one another, such as the San 
Andreas fault in California. 

A third type-jof boundary is 
the "subduction” boundary 
where one plate slides be¬ 
neath another. 

As It happens, all bounda¬ 
ries exist within a short dis¬ 
tance of Vancouver* Island,
